The Midrash with its sense of humour tells us that Korah was 
really perplexed by the anomalies of Jewish 


law, and that his 
campaign against Moses 


and his leadership was animated by the 
desire to relieve the people of the burden which the Torah placed 
upon them. This great altruist had no idea of personal advance 
ment nor any thought of supplanting Mosesand transferring autho: ity 
to himself; it was all deep concern for the Torah andthe welfare of 
his people. We can appreciate the joke out of our own experience of 


the successors of Korah who appear at intervals with the same 


methods of attack. These saviours of Judaism are only troubled by the 
fear that existing authority is dealing falsely with its charge; that 
Judaism as a result of their intervention will be redeemed from the 
sad plight into which authority has brought it; that the accredited 
leaders are wrong and mischievous, and that they alone are right. 
ft isall a sad commentary on the vanity of ambition which stops at 
nothing to achieve its ends. Such types will sacrifice sacred things 
aud the truth itself to aggrandise themselves. Korah is said to have 
come before Moses with questions. This is one of them. Does a house 


full of sacred books require a Mezuzah on the door? The 
answer is yes, although you might expect otherwise. A house 


filled with sacred books contains all that is written in the 
and much more.

We would like to believe that the controversies which are often 
waged in the name of Judaism are truly actuated by religion. If 
they are, then our Judaism must be a very narrow and limited thing. 
it is hard for men and women of modern education and outlook to 
think that Judaism has no more urgent problem to solve than the 
restriction of the sale of hind-quarters. There seem to be so many 
other quarters to which intensive Jewish effort could be applied 
to hold and retain our young people fast to their 
We would not minimise the importance of the laws of Kashrut 
for preservation of Jewish life; but it often appears that too 
much prominence is laid upon this to the exclusion and neglect - 
of so many other vital aspects of Jewish teaching. When the 
traditional values of Judaism are challenged, and we are confronted 


allegiance. 


by the missionary zeal of modern sects to wean away the younger 
generation from the old paths, it would be better if those, who are 
the advocates and pillars of Jewish thought,-.were to concentrate 
upon matters of moment and speak with aliving voice. While Nero 
fiddies, Rome burns. It is idle to think that we shall ever stem 
the tide of religious indifference by such controversies which at the 
best turn on purely academic points of ritual. Modern youth is not 
interested in this type of interpretation, and the danger which lies 
befora us is that of a generation which grows up to imagine that all 
that concerns the Jewish teachers of to-day is associated withabutcher 
shop. One is led to the conclusion that the great spirit of religion 
does not permeate such discussion, bat that the Korah spirit with 
jealousy of existing authority and the desire to impede it or over.- 
throw it is more evident. 

Gibbon jestingly described the pretentious appellation of the 
Holy Roman Empire as appropriate because it was neither holy, nor 
Roman, nor an Empire. Our present-day historian, were he g80 
disposed, could find an analogous situation; we have in our Com. 
munity a loud sounding title which presumes to denote a united 
body of orthodox Hebrew Congregations appointed by Heaven 
to safeguard the religion of Israel. Perhaps it is thus called 
because it is neither a union, nor orthodox, nor a congrega- 
tion: Whatever the strength and reliability of this body may be, 
the truth remains that as far as the religious life of the community 
both present and future is affected, it might reconcile itself to the 
fact that its influence is nil. These are not the days when Jews 
can afford to waste their time over petty disputes on trivial matters. 
And the general position of Jewry in the world would seem to point 
the finger to the importance of co-operation and the néed to respect 
authority and uphold it. 

The impression left after the story of Korah and his brethren 
is the waste of energy and potential material on the part of those 
who could have contributed to the progress of their people. Far be 
it from us to suggest that every challenge to authority is the work of 
a Korah. But even when motives may be good, as they often are, 
methods and procedure may be wrong, and the spectacle of opposition 
is often calculated to produce baneful effects in the minds of men. 
The recognised centre from which.the religion of the Community 
radiates in so many directions will remain as one of the proud 
evidences of our religious zeal. The vast volume of effort it sends 
forth into so many channels of communal life is the most effective 
answer to those who question iis claim to be the messenger of our 
Judaism. If more remains to be done, it can and will be achieved, 
not by carping criticism and maliguant opposition, but by the spirit 
of co-operation,

WAR ON BERLIN JEWRY 
Nazi Hooligans at Work 
SCHACHT versus STREICHER 


Goebbels’ New Threats 


Last week saw the beginnings of aconcerted attempt to transfer 
to Berlin the extreme anti-Jewish feeling hitherto characteristic of 
Julius. Streicher’s realm of Franconia. Within the space of a 
few days, numbers of Jewisli shops and vendors stands were 
wrecked; quantities of anti-Jewish labels stuck on shops, electric 
standards and elsewhere revolting STUERME® bills plastered ou 
trees; and placards posted up in many industrial undertakings 
attempting directly to incite the German working class aga'nst 
Jewish doctors, lawyers and merchants. Last but not least, Dr. 
Goebbels, at the Berlin Nazi District Rally on Sunday, openly 
proclaimed a new local anti-Jewish onslaught. 

Writing as an eye-witness, the Berlin correspondent of the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN describes a typical case of Nazi hooliganism 
in the working-class district of. Neukélin, where Streichers Brown 
shirt followers closed down a Jewish ice-cream store. “ Crowds 
were standing in front of the store, which had been locked up earlier 
in the day,” the correspondent writes. “The windows had been 
plastered with sheets torn out of the STURRMER containing hideous 
caricatures of Jews, and fastened down at the corners with printed 
labels bearing. the words ° To buy from the Jews 1s to be a traitor to 
Germany. A patrol of Luree uniformed Naz‘s walked slowly up and 
down the street in front of the shop with copies of the STUERMER. 
At each end of the street copies of the STUERMER were also on sale. 
I did not, however, see a single copy sold tothe un-uniformed working- 
class people in the streets,’ the writer continues. ~ The ordinary 
people, as is customary, talked in undertones. They contented 
themselves chiefly with looking at the STUERMER cartoons in silence. 
I saw no sign that they approved of the closing of the shop. The 
only comment made to me was by a woman: When is this lunacy 
going to be stopped?’ ”’ 

The DAILY TELEGRAPH also reports that the sympathies of the 
big crowds of people who gathered to watch the actions of the pickets 
were on the side of the Jewish shop-owners and adds that indigna. 
tion was freely expressed. Similar attacks also took place in the 
West End district. Such scenes, the DAILY TELEGRAPH writes, have 
not been witnessed in Berlin since ~ Boycott Davy,” April Ist, 1933, 
and it comments that the outbursts are interpreted as being connected 
with a desire in certain quarters that Streicher be allowed to extend 
his work to Berlin. It is noteworthy that Streicher has now opened 
three branch offices in Berlin for the sale of the STUERMER. On the 
other hand, rumours that Streicher is to be called to Berlin either 
as Nazi District Leader or as Police President are expressly denied 
in No. 25 of the StverMerR. ~The STUERMER and its men began 
their work in Franconia,” it is declared, ~ and will continue to work 
from there.’ But perhaps this is a subtle example of kite-flying on 
the part of Streicher, who wishes to see what reception the 
suggestion is- likely to receive. 

It is further reported that, as a result of representations made 
to Hitler by Dr. Schacht, the Minister of Economy, the authorities 
are not permitting the attempts of Streicher to develop his anti- 
Jewish propaganda in Berlin itself. It is stated that Dr. Schacht 
pointed out that for political and economic reasons, Streicher’'s 
methods could not be practised freely in Berlin. Hence the police 
removed a number of Streicher’s anti-Jewish posters which recently 
appeared in working class districts and on the underground railway. 

_ The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN states that the recent shop-breaking 
disturbances were stopped on the authority of none other than 
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Goebbels. the threat being made that further unauthorised 
demonstrations’ would be visited with severe penalties. It seems 
likely, however, that Goebbels was bowing before a higher necessity, 
for in his speech in the presence of a crow d of 120,000 at the Berlin 
Nazi Raliv. he allowed himself to appear in a more ~ radical” 
attitude. After a veiled sneer at men who were not Nazi 
pioneers holding important State posts (Dr. Schacht falls into 
this category) he went on to assert that the Jews wre again 
seeking to make themselves prominent in Berlin, and attacked 
“certain contrary currents which were trying to spread again in 
Berlin, and bourgeois intellectuals, who were reviving the outworn 
phrase about the Jew being after all a human being too.” — Yes, he 
is one. but what sow’ of one?” Goebbels asked. “To be a 
human being is in itself nothing. A flea is also an animal, but that 
does not make it by any means a pleasant animal. We donot want 
the Jew anv longer. There is no more room for him in the German 
national community. All he has to do is kindly to accommodate 
himself to the laws of hospitality and not to go about as though he 
were one of our sort.” 

In the same speech Goebbels declared that the Nazi authorities 
were watching “opposition tendencies” and would take action 
when the occasion arose. Herr von Jagow, the Commander of 
the Rerlin Storm Troops, declared that next winter an experienced 
Storm trooper would be attached to every social group and gather- 
ing “ with the commission to report all malicious criticism of the 
Nazi Party's institutions.’ 


Berlin Jewish Paper Suspended 


The C.V.-Zerruna, of Berlin, the official organ of the Central 
Verein, the Contral Union of German.Citizens of Jewish Faith, has 
been suspended till September 25th, leaving the large section of 
German Jewry organised in the Union without mouthpiece for three 
months. The Central Union represents the non-Zionist section of 
German Jewry, which believes that it is possible for German Jews 
to adjust themselves to the new conditions in Germany and to 
remain in the country. This view is in great disfavour with the 
nuthorities, who desire tg accelerate the process of liquidation of 
German Jewry. In saul a ban was put on two leading spokesmen 
of Central Union ideology, Dr. Bruno Weil and Dr. Bruno Woyda, 
who havé been prohibited from speaking in public. Subsequent 
attempts have been made to muzzie its spokesmen, among those 
recently reported under the ban being Director Heinrich Stahl, the 
President of the Berlin Jewish Community. 


Towards a “ Judenrein’”’ Clothing 


Nazi Tailors Celebrate “Successes” 


The remarkable success of Nazi economic organisations, assisted 
by the Government, in ousting the Jews from their strongest 
economic positions in Germany, is being reported in the VOELKISCHER 

sEOBACHTER. In along article the official Nazi newspaper tells a 
remarkable story of the victory of the Nazi forces in the clothing 
industry which is, next to agriculture, the largest branch of economic 
life. 

sefore the Hitler regime, the clothing industry in Germany 
was largely in the hands of Jews, and in 1933 the anti-Jewish drive 
began, A special organisation of Nazi clothing manufacturers, the 
 Adefa,”’ was formed in the spring of 19338 ially for this purpose. 
The “ Adefa”’ has had the full support of the Nazi Press and of the 
Government, with the result that most of the Jewish clothing 
businesses which have been in Jewish hands for generations have 
during the last two years passed into the hands of Nazis. The number 
of so-called “Aryan” clothing enterprises before March, 1933, was 
twelve. Now it is three hundred, practically all of them formerly 
belonging to Jews. 

All the Nazified firms have, as a matter of course, dismissed all 
their Jewish employees and in this way an industry which was 
once the mainstay of Jewish capital and labour has now largely 
passed under Nazi control and ownership. 

Yet the ~Adefa” is not satisfied with its success. For it 
appears that this success, remarkable as it is, is confined entirely 
to the provinces. In Berlin the Jews still own -and control a 
number of clothing firms, and as long as this state of affairs exists 
the ~ Adefa”’ will not rest content. In order to carry its provincial 
success into the capital, the “Adefa” is now running a special 
exhibition in Berlin, in premises formerly occupied by the firm of 
Mannheimer. The exhibition demonstrates the progress of the 
“ Adefa”’ and outlines its future plans. Its purpose is to show not 
only how one leading industry has dealt with the Jews under the 


Nazi regime, but also how other industries are to act if they wish to 
accomplish similar results. 


Many Arrests and Sentences 
Jews in the “ Training Camps” 


A whole batch of Jewish arrests and sentences within a short 
period shows the intensity and éxtent of the present Nazi drive. A 
Jew, Herr Koehler, aged 71, has been sentenced at Leipzig to a year's 
imprisonment for having, it is alleged, made insulting remarks 
about the Nazi Government. Herr Koehler denied the charge. 
Although he was arrested four months ago and has been kept in 


prison until now, the time already spent in prison is not to be 


deducted from the sentence. 

At a trial held in camera in Magdeburg, a Jewish teacher, Herr 
Hirschland, was sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude for alleged 
immoral conduct, although he had never been previously tried for 
any offence whatever. The trial was conducted in an atmosphere 
of Jew-hatred, Streicher sending to Magdeburg his colleague at the 
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SruEeRMER office in Nuremburg, Karl Ho!z, who held meetings during 
the trial demanding the severest punishment for Hirschiand. P 

Last year a company of Nazi storm troopers during a torchlight 
parade in Brockhagen, Westphalia, threw a burning torch into a 
Jewish house. The daughter of the Jewish tenant of the house. to 
prevent a fire, threw the torch into the street. The Nazis immedi. 
ately seized her and for her “ Jewish impudence ” she was interned 
in a concentration camp. After staving nine months in the c inj), 
she has now been tried and sentenced to imprisonment for three 
weeks. 

A Hanau Jew, named Hirschsprung. has been arrested following 
iomonstrations by several huudred Nazis outside his shop. The 
demonstrators carried banners inscribed: “The Jews must leave 
Germany." For having protested against an anti-Jewish demonstra. 
tion in Labes, near Stettinga Jewess, Frau Kronheim anda woman 
friend have been placed irprotective custody. For having ventured 
to appear at the cattle fair at Leutershausen, near Heid iborg, 
which was proclaimed by the Nazis to be judenrcin, three Jews 
have been sentenced to imprisonment for four days each. Herr 
Klopoter, the owner of a department store in Falkenberg, near 
Halle, has been taken into custody following a disturbance arising 
from a- statement said to have been made.by him to one of his 
employees, a Storm Trooper, to the effect that he would not reinstate 
him on his return from military service. A Jew has been arrested 
in Ludwigshafen following an attack by Nazis on Jewish visitors to 
the local “ Herweck”™ baths. The baths have now been declared 
udenresn. Two Jewish grain merchants, Herr Burgheimer and his 
son, have been arrested in Sagan, Silesia, on their return 
Memel, where, it 1s alleged, they denounced the Nazi regime 

Meanwhile, numbers of Jewish emigrants returning to Germany 
are finding their way into the ~ training camps” (Schulungslaeger), 
which form a section of the concentration camps. A special women's 
training camp has been 52 up at- Moringen, near Hanover. The 
treatment in these camps and also in the prisons in general 
better than in the concentration camps. In the case of prisons, 
Jews who have been acquitted do not welcome releassa, fearing that 
they will then be transferrod to concentration camps. 
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“Non-Aryans” in Uniform 
Jewish Aid in Air Defence 


The Compulsory Labour Law which has just been published 
excludes from service pure-race Jews or persons married to Jews 
bit admits semi-Aryans, who are admitted under the Conscription 
Law. They will not be eligible, however, for appointment to 

higher rank, Under the Conscription Law, Aryan origin is a con- 
dition for active military service. Persons of non-Aryan origin 
may, however, apply for active military service, but this exemption, 
it has been pointed out by the Reichsvertretung der deutschen 
Juden, does not, according to official pronouncements, tnclude pure- 
race Jews. According to commentaries made on the Conscription 
Law by one of the Departmental Heads of the War Ministry, Dr. 
Semler, pure-race Jews will be considered in war-time for use in 
labour formations. All non-Aryans are bound to report themselves 
‘to the military authorities, and will be subject to military control 
and supervision. 

The new Air Defence Law provides that personal services, ser- 
vices in kind and “any other actions, suffering of actions or omissions " 
that may be necessary for air defence are an obligation upon all 
Germans, all legally incorporated associations and all other associa. 
tions and institutions. Foreigners and Stateless persons who live, 
are staying, or have property in Germany are also subject to “air 
defence duty,” in so far as such compulsion would not be contrary 
to international treaties or generally recognised rules of international 
law. The penalties fixed for transgressions of the law include penal 
servitude in especially serious cases. One of the reasons given for the 
inclusion of all Germans is that in an emergency the number. of 
persons available for air defence duties would b2 greatly diminished 
ou account of the number required for other services. 


All Jewish Meetings Forbidden for July 


The Official Bulletin of the Berlin Jewish Community publisttes, 

at the request of the State Police of Berlin, the following announce- 
ment, directed to all Jewish organisations and associations: 
a In view of the general vacation period in the month of July, it 
iS anticipated that there will be no public meetings, sessions of 
organisations, at homes, etc. Exceptiong are made for sports and 
games in the open air. If it is found impossible for specific reasons 
to postpone meetings, the Board of the Community should be 
notified in good time. 


All Youth Homes, it is added, will remain closed during July. 


Court’s Ban on Mixed Marriages 
A Persistent Tendency 


_ A far-reaching decision has been taken by the Court of Wetzlar 
in rejecting a petition from an “ Aryan ” that the registrar's office in 
& certain village should be instructed to publish the banns of his 
marriage with a Jewess, The official concerned had refused to do 
80, on the ground that as a Nazi he could not officially assist at the 
contraction of a mixed marriage. The Court supported the official's 
action; holding that it would constitute a gross violation of Nazi 
principles if the State continued to allow Germans to marry Jews. 
a That the tendency towards marriages between Jews and 
Aryans” is still persistent is shown, firstly, by reports from 
London registry offices of a boom in marriages between brides and 
ridegrooms coming from Germany, totalling as many as 35 ina 
Single office during the past few months; and figures provided by 
the recently issued “Statistical Year-book for Berlin, 1934.” In 
1932 and 1933, the statistics show that while the numbers of Jews 
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marrying remained practically stationary (2,278 and 2,271), the 
proportion of mixed marriages rose from 77 for every 100 purely 
Jewish marriages to 83 for every 100. At the same time, it should 
be borne in mind that the Jewish population is estimated to have 
decreased by 10,000 in this period (from 170,000 to 160,000), 
The formerly observed tendeucy for mixed marriages tntered 
by Jews to exceed those entered into by Jewesses was 
further accentuated, the number of the former increasing from 
121 to 455 and that of the latter decreasing from 212 to 204. The 
JUEDISCHE RUNDSCHAU attributes the increase in mixed marriages 
to a desire, following the political upheaval in 1933, to legalise 
already existing ties, a tendency which, it is held, continued to 
obtain in 1934. For that year, -however, no actual figures are 
supplied.

DIGNIFIED REPLY TO HOME OFFICE CIRCULAR 

A Jewish J.P. recantly received from the Prison Commission of 
the Home Olfice an invitation to attend the Eleventh International 
Penal and Penitentiary Cougress which is being held next month 
in Berlin. 

Writing in reply to decline the invitation, the Jewish magistrate 
referred to his great interest in the work discussed by the Congress, 
but explained that as a Jew he did not feel he could accept the 
hospitality of a country like Germany. ~ It does occur to me,” ‘his 
reply continued, “ that the absence of justice and fair treatment in 
Germany to-day does not make the country a suitable one for the 
discussion which will be taking place. We sliall be meeting in a 
country where thousands of people are held in prisons and camps, 
without any just supervision, without any trial and with apparently 
no limitation as to their sentences. This seems to me to be the 
entirely wrong atmosphere for such discussion as we shall have, 
and I hope the Congress will have the courage to deal in some 
appropriate manner with the situation which it will find in that 
country.” 

~ (The C mgress is held every five years, when the venue for the next 
meeting is settled? Thus, Berlin was chosen for this year’s assembly 
long before the Hitler tyranny seized power in Germany.

The New Dayan

SIR,-—In your estcemed columns of last Friday, ‘East Ender” 


criticised the fact that the United Synagogue have appointed a man not 
yet proficient in the English language as Dayan. It seems to me that 
your anonymous correspondent is unacquainted with the duties ofa Dayan. 
In every large town with a considerable number of orthodox Jews, there 
is usually, besides the Rabbi, also a Dayan, His duties consist essentially 
m looking after the Kashrut, in deciding Shaalot and in supervising the 
ritual institutions of the town. In acity with suchalarge Jewish popula- 
tion as London, these duties are accompanied with enormous responsibility 
and it is only a man of great knowledge and experience in these matters 
who can do justice to them, 

Your correspondent says: ** For years now the Great Synagogue have 
becn begging the United Synagogue to appoint a resident English speaking 
Dayan for East London to be attached to the Great Synagogue.” I fail 
to sce Why the Great Synagogue requires a Dayan at all. Jhe Dayan is 
appointed to serve the whole of Anglo-Jéwry, and not only one particular 
Synagogue. If the Great Synagogue are so keen on Sermons in English, 
let them appoint a Minister like every other Synagogue. 

[tis no use, says your correspondent, ** burying the pulpit under a 
cenotaph of knowledge.” He does not realise how intricate and difficult 
some of the problems confronting a Dayan are, and with what far- 
reaching consequences his decisions are accompanied. 

Judaism cannot be ‘‘ modernised.” The Torah is the same as it was 
when it was givenon Mount Sinai. Orthodox Jewry accepts no such thing 
as ‘' evolution ” in the Jewish religion. The Divine Word as revealed in His 
‘Torah remains true for all generations. The duty of the Dayan is to 
decide all questions according to the written law and the oral tradition 
which has been kept up throughout the ages. This is no light task and 
requires a measure of knowledge based on years of training and experience, 

land many friends welcome the appointment of Rabbi Abramski as 
Dayan. We kuow him to be a man of great learning, great integrity and 
great nobility of character, and we heartily congratulate the Chief Rabbi 
and the Council of the United Synagogue on having elected such an out- 
standing personality as one of the spiritual leaders of Anglo-Jewry. 
Every orthodox Jew must surely rejoice at such an auspicious event in 
the annals of Anglo-Jewry.

The Political Situation 


Jewish Community and Anti-Government Jews 


Towards Anti-Nazi Fascism 
(From a Correspondent | 

Hungary, which has for some time been wavering between the 
semi-dictatorship of the Horthy-Goemboes Government and a full 
Fascist regime on the lines of Italy, Austria and Germany, has now 
made a definite step in the iatter direction. In a recent speech in 
the Hungarian Parliament, General Goemboes, the War Minister and 
co-dictator of Hungary, has definitely foreshadowed the coming 
suppression of the Trade Unions, the Socialist Party and of all 
|.abour organisations. 

Ordinarily, a decision such as this one would have no direct 
hearing on the Jewish situation in the country. It so happens, 
however, that in this particular case, the decision is to a certain 
extent connected with Jews and may have an effect on the Jewish 
position. For the immediate cause of the Government's new 
decision is the victory of the Socialist Party at the recent Municipal 
Election, and in that victory certain Jews played a part. 

The Socialist and Labour movement of Hungary 
cood many Jews among its rank and file and leadership. 
last Municipal election, as many as twenty-five per. cent. of the 
elected Socialist Councillors in Budapest were Jews. This fact 
even led the Federation of Jewish Communities in Hungary to issue 
a public protest against these Councillors, and to declare that they 
did not represent the public opinion and sentiment of Hungarian 
Jewry. The Jews of Hungary, the declaration of the Community 
read, had received fair treatment from the present Horthy-Goemboes 
regime, and it did not want to go on record as being opposed to the 
Government.

Fears for the Future 


Now that the Government has decided to turn Fascist and to 
suppress the Socialist and Labour organisations, it is being feared 
that this will also lead to the adoption of an anti-Semitic policy. The 
strong Jewish representation in the Socialist Movement may serve 
the Government as a reason for the suppression of that Party, as 
well as for the launching of a strong anti-Semitic campaign in 
justification of the measure. This is now causing considerable 
anxiety, even alarm, to the Jewish Community here. It is probably 
in anticipation of this development that the Federation of Jewish 
Communities issued the protest mentioned above. 


€ Nazi Tendencies Suppressed 


Adding to the complexity of the position in Hungary is the fact 


that while the Government is planning to adopt a Fascist regime, 
it is at the same time strofgly opposed to Nazism in all its 
manifestations. 

Not only are Nazi organisations and newspapers sternly sup- 
pressed, but even the wearing of the Hakenkreutz and other Nazi 
insignia is being heavily punished. Ata recent trial in Budapest, 
the parents of twelve young boys who were found wearing the 
Hakenkreutz, were fined fifty Hungarian Fengos each, in addition 
to which the boys have been suspended from school for a period 
of six months. 

In passing sentence on the parents, the Judge said it was the 
duty of parents to instruct their children that the Hakenkreutz 
stood for the degradation of humanity and was a danger to the 
Hungarian people. 


A Catholic’s Plea for Tolerance 


In justice to the Horthy-Goemboes regime and its Jewish 
apologists, it must be said that the Government has hitherto also 
made a genuine effort to stamp out anti-Semitic propaganda and to 
suppress anti-Semitic acts of all kinds, from which Hungary was 
not at-all free in the past. As an illustration of this can serve the 
fact that a strong demand to abolish the nuwmerus clausus which is 
in existence in a number or Hungarian Universities, has now been 
made in Parliament. In a fiery speech on the subject, the Catholic 
Deputy, M. Rippert, appealed to the Ministry of Education to do 
away with this discrimination against Jewish students. The speech 
was a model of Philo-Semitism and an eloquent plea for tolerance 
and fair treatment of all minorities.

New Endek Campaign 


“Drive the Jew Out” 


A campaign for driving the Jews out of Poland has been 
inaugurated by the WARSZAWSKI DZIENNIK Naropowy, the new 
Endek daily. The paper expresses the opinion that the Jewish 
problem will only be solved by the wholesale expulsion of Jews 
from Poland. Recalling the fact that the settlement of Jews 1s 
forbidden in the Poznan and Pomerania districts, the paper 
advocates the formation of a movement for increasing the number 
of such judenrcin localities. 

This fresh outburst i8 the outcome of an incident which 
occurred at Miedzno, where the National Democrats put up to a 
general vote the proposal that “the Jews should be driven out 
from our district as undesirables.’ The proposal was brought 
before the local Council, where it received the support of all the 
Endeks and of a number of peasant representatives. The President 
of the Council, however, a member of the Government Party, 
refused to open a debate on it, and the proposal had to be dropped, 

The Endeks have now started a drive for bringing up similar 
proposals in other districts. 


The Minister of the Interior, M. Koscialkowski, has ordered the Lodz 
City Conrcil to be dissolved. In the last elections, the anti-Semitic parties 
obtained a majority on the Lodz City Council and attempted to enact 
Aryan legislation on German lines. The Government thereupon decided 
that the present Lodz City Council was unworkable, Its dissolution has 
been expected for some weeks, 


\GREECE 


7 Republic or Monarchy 


é Parties Seek Jewish Vote 


In view of the forthcoming plebiscite which is to decide whether 
the Monarchy should be restored in Greece, propaganda is being 
actively carried on by Republicans and Royalists. 
M. Papanastassiou, the present leader of the Greek Opposition 
Republican Parties, who is now visiting Salonika, has expressed a 
aS hope that the Jews will vote in favour of the Republic. The fight 
for the Republic, he said, is a struggle above differences in religion, 
It is a fight for the rights of the individual. Under the Republic, the 
rights of the Jews will bs respacted, whereas under a dictatorial 
monarchist regime, they would run considerable danger. 

r As a result of the anti-Semitic attituce adopted by the 

Republican party during the last few “years, Jewish publié opinion 
has always favoured the popular party of M. Tsaldaris. The same 
reasons will probably cause a large number of Jewish electors to 
vote for the Monarchy. 


FRANCE The anti-Semitic Organisation, the ‘* Solidarité Francaise,” 
has renewed its anti-Jewish agitation under the slogan ** Franes for the 
French.” The Organisation even openly threatens to assassinate the 
French Jewish Socialist leader, Deputy Leon Blum. 


The French Ministry has promised to relax the anti-alién restrictions 
in France for genuine’ political refugees, who will receive special con- 
sideration in the allotment of labour permits. 


LATVIA—The Conference of Latvian School Inspectors bas decided 
that, as from the beginning of next year, the Jewish pupils in all Jewish 


elementary schools in the country must attend congregational worship. 


SWITZERLAND— Aun order prohibiting the sale of the SrUERMER in 
the streets of Zurich, has been followed by a Government order forbidding 
the sale of the paper throughout Switzerland. 

By 74 votes to 4, the local Council of Zurich re-elected Dr. David 
Farbstein as one of the judges of the Cantonal Court of Cassation. The 
representatives of the Swiss National Front in the Council tried to prevent 
his re-election by alleging that he aimed at the destruction of the Swiss 
population. 


UNITED STATES—The Central Conference of Awiecidan Reform 
Rabbis, meeting at Chicago, with an attendance of 300, has decided to 
change its anti-Zionist attitude. A resolution was adopted declaring that 
while the Conference will not take any stand on the question of Zionism, 
it will, however, support the upbuilding of Palestine and co-operate in the 
economic, Cultural and spiritual tasks confronting Palestine J ewry. 

There are openings outside of Europe for just as many German-Jewish 
refugees as can be supplied with funds, Mr. James G. MacDonald, League 
of Nations High Commissioner for Jewish and Other Refugees from 
Germany, has declared in New York. The refugee problem is not entirely 
a Jewish problem, he pointed out, and the provision of relief measures 
for the refugees should therefore be non-sectarian.

DUBNOW ON HUMANITY CRISI5 

in a recent review of the present situation given in the course 
of an address at Kovno and reproduced in the YIDDISCHE STIMME, 
Professor Dubnow expresses the view that mankind is now passing 
through not only a crisis in democracy and liberalism, but also in 
humanism—the greatest heritage of the 19th century. 

It is a crisis of ethical culture, he says. Nationalism, which was 
intended to make people free, has been turned into a zoological creed 
aimed at enslaving the weaker nations. Nobody could have imagined 
that racialism would degenerate into bestiality, bestiality versus 
humanism: human beings are divided like beasts into pure and mixed 
breeds. This “ beast” philosophy which springs from Hitler's Germany 
is infecting the whole of Europe. This crisis is general, but is particularly 
disastrous to the Jewish people. Hitlerism is the first counter-emancipa- 
tion in Jewish history. The so-called German Revolution cancels the 
French Revolution and liberation. Other countries, while not following 
officially the policy of Germany, do. however, in fact, act likewisc. 

The historian contrasts the position of the Jews fifty years ago when 
Jews were subjected to persecution, pogroms and restrictions, with the 
position of the present time. Then, he says, there was a place of refuge 

the United States. Now there is no hope for the Jewish masses. lie 
admits that in one respect.there has been a slight improvement; that 
Palestine now affords a place of refuge not only in the material sense but 
in the salutary psychological aspect. The number of Jews rescued in 
Palestine is, however, small compared w.th the needs of the Jewish 
people. Some may also settle in Biro-Bidjan, where a small autonomous 
Jewish settlement may ultimately be evolved. But what is going to 
happen, he asks, to the rest of the Jewish people? Is there a way out? 
Palestine will save many Jews, and will, above all, save the Jewish soul. 
But what of the other millions of Jews” 

Dubnow, unfortunately, has no positive reypuy to this tragic qu etion. 
The historian is as Daffled as are other men. The only sugg¢estion he can 
offer is that Jews should unite with the enlightened non-Jewish world 
in the struggle for freedom and humanism; they should work together 
everywhere with ethical societies for the restoration of the old ideals of 
mankind, the ideals of freedom and justice.

THE PALESTINE GOVERNMENT AND 
THE JEWSSH NATIONAL HOME 


What precisely is the assistance given by the Mandatory Power 
to the Jews in the development of the National Home? This 
question is raised in the course of an editorial in HAARETZ in 
counection with some of the replies given by the Government 
spokesmen to the Permanent Mandates Commission. 

Mr. Moody made a number of statements that purport to simplify 
matters, Which however remain obseure. He spoke, for instanecc, about 
the remarkable development of the country, referred to the extension of 
the harbours in Haifa and Jaffa, and noted the general progressive con- 
ditions. But he omitted to state the main causes of these flourishing 
conditions. The general way in which he. conveyed the information * 
about the progress of the country and the development of the Jewish 
National Home, gave the impression that such achievements as have 
been attained are due entirely to the efforts of the Government. 
He ignored the fact that in many vital matters the Jews have 
borne alone the entire burden and have received very little if any 
assistance from the Government. Many cases in point show that 
while the Government is attending to the needs of the Arabs. quite 
rightly so, it gives the very minimum of financial support to Jewish 
needs. The Government spokesman referred to Agr.cultural Experimental 
Stations; but what proportion of financial support have the Jews received 
from the Government Treasury for this purpose or have the Jews been 
fairly treated by the Government Health Department?

After alluding to the struggle for markets for Palestine prodncts, and 
the tariffs in Great Britain on Palestine fruit, in neither of which a helpful 
policy is pursued, the article observes that the representative of the 
Palestine Government in Geneva went a little too far in simplifying a 
situation which is rather complicated; there is no clear indication in the 
statements what active assistance the Government does render in the 
development of the Jewish National Home. On the question of Jew sh 
immigration into Transjorian, onthe other hand, Mr. Moody was less 
vaguc. He told the Mandates Commission that while there is no law 
against Jewish settlement there, Jewish immigration into that country 
was not desirable because the Arabs were opposed toit. That at any 
rate is clear, the paper comments, but it is a queer policy for a Government 
to disregard the interests of a country and its inhabitants because of the 
opposition of a group of politicians. 

MOSES HESS 


Moses Hess was among the outstanding personalities in the 
past century, and on the occasion of the sixteenth anniversary of 
his death the Jewish Press devoted articles of appreciation in his 
memory. In an article in HAporn HAzarr it is pointed out that 
Moses Hess occupied an important position in the history of the 
liberation of mankind and in the struggle for social justice. He 
was a champion of socialism before Karl Marx, 
aided Marx in developing his Socialist ideas. At a later stage, 
however, Hess fell out with Marx, differing from him on many 
fundamental questions. He differed among other things in regard 
to the Jewish question, though that was not tle point of igsue 
between them. Hess was one of the creators of po i ical Zionism, a 
champion and a believer in the restoration of the Jewish pe ple to 
its ancient home. An opponent of Marx's formalism, Heis had 
quite different conceptions of Jews and Judaism from t' 033 held 
by some of the radical Jewish contemporaries in tho;e days. 

The article might have added that while Marx, who was baptised 
(his father saw to that), was definitely hostile to Jews, Hess was not 
only a pioneer of political Zionism but ja sionately attached to 
Jewish people and had a full appreciation of Judaism and its moral

DECREASING SUPPORT FROM CONSTITUENT SYNAGOGUES 

Two functions—one following the other—were held on Sunday 
in the Communal Centre in connection with the Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes. The first, presided over by the President, 
Dr. L. V. Snowman, was the Twenty-seventh Annua! Meeting, and 
the second, presided over by Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., was the

affiliated Classes, most of. which receive grants. Sixty-eight per cent. of our 
schools are located in separate buildings. The roll and average attendance 
increased slightly this year through the affiliation of four-new sets of Classes. 
on the other hand, the roll in the older ¢ lasses has decreased Is noteworth, 
however, that the roll is small when one considers the number of members 
attached to the 53 Synagogues. In the 17 constituent Svnagovzues of the United 
Synagogue which have Classes attached thereare. ac ‘ording to the last returns. 
6,828 male seatholdera, and the children in attendance number on!y 1.308 bove 
and 777 girls. Though there has been a slight improvement in attendance, the 
igures atill compare unfavourably with the dav school ave rave of 87.9. (of the 
4,289 children attending the Union's Classes in 1991. 2.771 were bows and 1.515 
girls. Our Classes have been aud still are teachinu far too smalia percentage 
of girls. 

For every pound of income, 61 per cent. comes from the pupils in the way 
of tuition fees, 19 per cent. comes from grants, and 20 per cent. comes from 
donations and subscriptions. The gross expenditure by all the Constituent 
Classes of the Union was £14,069, out of which £11,900 was expended on teachers’ 
salaries. £6,813 was obtainel from tuition fees and £2.2967 
sources. The Union allocated £2,147 in grants.

should be regarded as unthinkable for an 
educated Jew to know nothing of Jewish history after the fall of the 
Temple,. They recogniséd the great importance of Jewish upbuilding in 
the Holy Land and of the spiritual values being created there in such 
Institutions as the Hebrew University and the Ohe/ Shem. Of these the 
children should have some knowledge as well as of the new meanings 
that were beginning to be associated with the ancient eventsin the Jewis! 
calendar. Much of the spirit of a language could be appreciated by a 
knowledge of its songs. They wanted to encourage the children to 
learn Hebrew songs, both Synagogal and modern. The constituents of 
the Union were really united not only in their efforts for Jewish education, 
but also in the outlook they took on this controversial subject.

Dr, FELDMAN thanked his colleagues on the Education Supervision 
Committee for all their efforts on behalf of the Union, and in this connec- 
tion particularly referred to Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Educa. 
tion. Dr. Feldman stressed the fact that they had not attracted all the 
children that could be attracted to the classes and he urged that every 
district onght to be explored with the object of seeing to it that no Jewish 
child in any district went without Jewish education. Dealing with the 
question of the adolescent Dr. Feldman said this was one of the problems 
which had to be tackled, and it was not only a matter for the Union but 
for the Talmud Torah and other organisations. 
a matter for regional and district activity. 

Teachers and the “ Exam Complex” 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, said that in many classes, the Teacher was 
80 anxious that the children should be able to show up well before the 
Kxaminer that he concentrated upon an absolutely inadequate syllabus. 
Translation, if it was to be any good at all, must lead the way to the 
pupil's undertaking fresh work by himself, and unless he could do thaf, 
their efforts were largely wasted. Dr. Feldman had done well, said Mr. 
Adler, to urge the importance of continuatioa classes. NKeferring to the 
continuation classes in Cricklewood, he said they wanted to sce centres 
of continuation teaching in every district. 

The Report was carried. 

Mr. ALBERT JacoBs, the Hon. Treasurer, moved the adoption of the 
Accounts. The figures, he said, remained more on less the same. They 
had established the Eichholz Memorial Fund on a permanent basis now. 
Once again they had to report a very serious decrease in the contributions 
received from the Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue, the 
chief source of their income.

The party included Secretaries who had served the Community for 
many vears: Mr. Maurice Benjamin, who has been with the Board of 
Guardians forty-two years, Mr. Sol. Cohen (who presided) and Mr. A.

“GOLDEN BRIDGE TO UN-BAPTISED APOSTASY” 


The opening and consecration of the new premises of the West 
Hampstead Day School for Jewish Children, at 175, Willesden Lane, 
N.W., were held on Monday evening. 

The new school house is large enough to accommodate over 
150—double its prefent roll—and is capable of still 


further 
extension. 


The Consecration Ceremony was conducted by the Chief Rabbi 
and Dayan H. M. Lazarus. In the course of an address. the (Hirer 
Kass asked: “ How are we to secure the Jewish religious factor as 
a vital part of our children’s education, how are we to secure the 
teaching of Hebrew prayers, Hebrew songs, Jewish history and 
Jewish consciousness—not as an “ extra” for the pupils, but as part 
and parcel of the curriculum, as a matter of right and not of 
tolerance?” ‘There was only one effective way of imparting Jewish 
religious instruction and that was in the atmosphere, and as part of 
the curriculum, of a Jewish Much of the teaching which 
their sons received in public schools was a golden bridge to 
un-baptised apostasy and Jewish anti-Semitism. The pedagogical 
argument for the establishment of a Jewish public school was 
irresistible and so was the moral argument. It was a sacred task 
and an urgent duty to grapple with the problem of the religiously 
neglected children of the rich. The time was sure to come when 
the dream of a Jewish Public School worthy of the Community 
would be fulfilled. 

Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN, the Chairman, spoke of the history of 
the School, and referred to the help it had received from the late 
Rev. A. A. Green, the late Mrs. Hertz and from the Rev. W. Stoloff, and 
‘that it was to-day receiving from Dayan Gollop. Now, through the 
munificence of Mr. and Mrs. |. M. Sieff and their family they were 
enabled to occupy those new and commodious premises. 

Mrs. I. M. Sierr, who declared the premises open, was presented 
by the Chairman with a key to mark the occasion. The intluence, 
said Mrs. Sieff, of even one such school as that could be far-reaching, 
through the contacts which the pupils would have with other Jewish 
children and with non-Jewish children. A synthesis of what was 
best in Jewish tradition and history and what was best in English 
tradition and history was regerded by Mrs. Sieff as the ideal for 
that School. 

Sir WYNDHAM DEEDEs said that in the last resort the destiny of 
the Jews depended on the Jewish people themselves. He applauded 
the efforts of that school and of all who laboured to assure man's 
control of the dangers of civilisation by standing for Faith in God.

The ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY said it was the first time that ona 
scale so large the people of this country had been invited to express a 
free opinion. lhevy had done so, Hle thoudcht it was an ititelligent 
opinion; It was a free opinion, and it would not have been possible 
except in a democracy. The result was primarily a great declaration o' 
faith in the League of Nations. The Archbishop spoke of the Christian 
conception of relationships between nations which was the same as that 
between individuals -that each nation must be prepared to accord to 
others what it would claim for itself, 

Sir WALTER CITRINE said the Ballot was a triumph for collective 
common-sense. Such a ballot could not have been carried out in countries 
where dictatorships existed. He asked that gathering whether such a 
ballot could have taken place in Germany where liberty of conscience 
had been completely destroved. (A ‘or Russia.)

All-Sections Committee Formed 


Mr. pe O.B.E., the President, presided on 
Monday at the Communal Centre at a meeting of the Jewish 
Memorial Council. Sir RoperatT WALEY Conen, K.B.E., Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, moved the Executive Committee's report 
to the Council which was carried. Tho following are extracts from

A Representat.ve Committee for Jewish Religious Education in Public 
Scheole has been formed during the vear to endeavour to deal. with this 
important matter. At the suggest:on of the West London Synagogue, a Con 
ference of representatives of the West London Synagogue, the Jewish Memorial 
(council, the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue and the Liberal Jewish 
Community met, with Mrs. H. L. Nathan as Chairman. It was resolved “to 
co-op rat in securing that every Jewish and wdiriata public echool shall 
receive some form of Jewish Religious FE lucation, without binding any section 
of the Community to any one specific tvpe of teaching or syilabus.”"" An outline 
svyilabus was prepared, and a formal Committee constituted. The Executive 
(Committee of the Memorial Counci! bave agree experimentally to be repre 
sented upon this boly. 

The Central Committee for Jewish E lucation has now made it a condition 
of the grants to distributing bodies that no grant shall be made to anv organisa 
tion unlessit provides that the only Classes entitled.to participate in any grant 
which it makes out of these or any other Fands shall be such Classes as have 
their accounts audited by a professional Auditor. 

Sir RoBERT WALEY COHEN moved the re-clection of the following 
lion. Officers: Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E., President; the Rt. Hon. 
Viscount Bearsted, Vice-President; Mr. Henry J. d'Avigdor-Goldsmid 
and Mr. Perey M. Rossdale, Treasurers. Mr. de Rothschild and Viscount 
Bearsted, said Sir Robert, had both held office since the foundation of the 
Memorial. They regretted the retirement of Sir Osmond dd’ Ayigdor 
Goldsmid as their Treasurer ; his many responsibilities to the community 
made it impossible for him to continue this work. 

The motion, seconded by Major F. C. STERN, O.B.E., M.C., the Hon, 
Secretary of the Council, was carried. 

Mr. LIONEL DS ROTHSCHILD, in returning thanks, praised the work 
of Sir Robert Walcy Cohen and of their Secretary, Mr. Fersht. 

In the course of the discussion Mr. KAHN, referring to the Representa- 
tive Committee for Jewish Religious Education in Public Schools, 
mentioned in the report, protested against the Executive Committee 
taking such important action without coming to the Council first of all. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN read a clause from the constitution to 
show that the Executive Committee had not exceeded their powers. He 
assured Mr. Kahn that if they reached a stage when there was something 
on Which they felt they could come to the Council for help and guidance 
they would not hesitate to do so. 

The Council agreed to the re-election of one-third of the members of 
the Council whe had completed three years’ membership. 

In connection with the retirement of one-third of the members of the 
xecutive Committee, the Council agreed to the recommendation that the 
following gentlemen be re-elected members of the Executive Committee :

Central Commities for Jewish Education 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish Memorial Council was held on Thursday in last week at the 
Communal Centre, Dr, M. EP8TEIN, the Chairman of the Committee, 
presided. 

Applications for the renewal of grants to various classes were approved. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, the Director of Jewish Education, reported 
upon his visits to a number of classes in Manchester. Among the students 
attending the Manchester Study Circle one was an M.Sc. and one had gained 
an open scholarship to Cambridge. That was high testimony to the way 
in which the Study Circle was conducted, said Mr. Adler. The Director 
of Jewish Education also reported that arrangements had been made for 
the holding of the hext Education Conference at the Adelphi Hotel, 
Liverpool, on November 24th. The Conference would be attended by the 
Chief Rabbi and Sir Robert Waley Cohen. Dayan Dr. Feldman would 
offer up the opening Prayer, and papers would be read by Rabbi Dr. I. 
Goodman of Glasgow, on *' The Parents’ Part in Jewish Education,” by 
Rabbi 1. Abrahams of Manchester, on ‘‘ Problems in Chumesh Teaching,” 
and by Mr. N. Morris on *‘ New Methods of Education in Palestine.” 
Mr.'S. B. Levin would be the Conference Secretary. 

The CHAIRMAN referring to a report upon the accounts of the Talmud 


-Torahsaudited by Messrs. Levy, Hyams ang.Co., suggested that the Central 


Committee hand over this Report to be dealt with by a small Sub-Com- 
mittee to be composed of representatives of the Central Committee, two 
representatives of the Talmud Torah Trust; and the Auditors. The idea of 
such a conference would bette obtain co-operatioa-with the Talmud Torah 
Trust with a view to improving the general situation and give the Auditors 
still more satisfaction.

NEW" PREMISES CONSECRATED 


Public Schools and Jewish Pupils 


“GOLDEN BRIDGE TO UN-BAPTISED APOSTASY” 


The opening and consecration of the new premises of the West 
Hampstead Day School for Jewish Children, at 175, Willesden Lane. 
N.W., were held on Monday evening. 

The new school house is large enough to accommodate over 
150—double its present roll—and is capable of still further 
extension. 

The Consecration Ceremony was conducted by the Chief Rabbi 
and Dayan H. M. Lazarus. In the course of an address.’ the Cuter 
KABBI asked: “ How are we to secure the Jewish religious factor as 
a vital part of our children’s education, how are weto secure the 
teaching ef Hebrew prayers, Hebrew songs, Jewish history and 
Jewish consciousness—not as an “ extra” for the pupils, but as part 
and parcel of the curriculum, as a matter of right and not of 
tolerance?” There was only one effective way of imparting Jewish 
religious instruction and that was in the atmosphere, and as part of 
the curriculum, of a Jewish school. Much of the teaching which 
their sons received in public schools was a golden bridge to 
un-baptised apostasy and Jewish anti-Semitism. The pedagogical 
argument for the establishment of a Jewish public school was 
irresistible and so was the moral argument. It was a sacred task 
and an urgent duty to grapple with the problem of the religiously 
neglected children of the rich. The time_was sure to come when 
the dream of a Jewish Public School wotthy of the Community 
would be fulfilied. 

Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN, the Chairman, spoke of the history of 
the School, and referred to the help it had received from the late 
Rev. A. A. Green, the late Mrs. Hertz and from the Rev. W. Stoloff, and 
that if was to-day receiving from Dayan Gollop. Now, through the 
munificence of Mr. and Mrs. lL. M. Sieff and their family they were 
enabled to occupy those new and commodious premises. 

Mrs. I. M, Sierr, who declared the premises open, was presented 
by the Chairman with a key to mark the occasion. The influence, 
said Mrs. Sieff, of even one such school as that could be far-reaching, 
through the contacts which the pupils would have with other Jewish 
children and with non-Jewish children. A synthesis of what was 
best in Jewish tradition and history and wuat was best in English 
tradition and history was regerded by Mrs. Sieff as the ideal for 
that School. 

Sir WYNDHAM DEEDEs said that in the last resort the destiny of 
the Jews depended on the Jewish people themselves. He applauded 
the efforts of that schoo! and of all who laboured to assure mans 
control of the dangers of civilisation by standing for Faith in God. 

Mr. NEVILLE LAski, K.C., said he regarded this Jewish Day 
School as an experiment, but he hoped it would receive enthusiastic 
support and be made a successful experiment. 

Mr. HARRY SAMUELS proposed, and Mr. HuGH Harris, the Head- 
master, seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi. Mr. 5. 
GILBERT moved, and Mr, ArTHUR BLOK seconded, a vote of thanks to 
the speakers and to Dayan Lazarus; while thanks to Mr. Snowman 
for presiding and for his work for the school were accorded on the 
motion of Mr. LEON Simon, C.B.

In his opinion, they had room in that particular centre for 500 because 
the children were there and it was for them to get in touch with the 
parents in the district. It was all a question of organisation. He had 
always felt that the burden of Communal effort fell upon a few. The 
organisation of the Jewish Community in this country was very seriously 
lacking in that tespect. If they made an appeal they found that it was 
the samme people again and again who were approache and who gave, 
but the large masses of Jews outside that little section were left alone, 
stmiply because they did not give. It was a terrible thing that in these 
dark days for Jewry a few people should have to shoulder the burden, 
and this applied not only. to charity, but to questions also of religious 
education, 

Kabbi Dr. Munk gave an outline of the kind of work that was being 
dione at the classes and the methods adopted. Their classes met three 
times a week, he said, and they considered it important to make the 
children acquainted with the practice of Jewish life and not only to give 
them theoretical knowledge. 

Rabbi Dr. Munk then asked the children questions for which, he told 
the gathering, they-had not been prepared, in order to give an idea of the 
progress made, The questions comprised history, religion, translation and 
xrammar, They were readily answered and in a manner which clearly 
showed that the work had been done intelligently and not just 
mechanically. Some of the questions, too, were by no means easy ones,

M. SEATON WAGNER: GERMANY IN My Time. (Rich and Cowan, 6s.). 

There is every reason to endorse Mr. Vernon Bartlett's hearty recom. 
mendation of this book in the foreword. Not oaly is a largely unpolitical 
book on Germany a relief in these days; Mrs. Seaton Wagner's book must 
be a valuable help to all those who, regardless of what their attitude to 
the Germany of to-day may be, are at a loss to bring recent events into 
line with their g neral conception of Germany and the Germans. 

It is an account of everyday life in Germany before, during and after 
the War--the rigid social structure of pre-War days, the privations of the 
War vears, and then the Revolution followed by the breakdown of the 
currency, and the inflation dreaded in Germany ever since, undoubtedly 
a pow: rful factor in favour of gold standard die-hards in Germany to-day. 
The chapter on this last period calls for special attention. This amazing 
but unexaggerated history of a tenement house in Berlin's West End in 
the vears between 1919 and 1924 is a little masterpiece in itself. 

And then, Heil Hitler! Mrs. Seaton Wagaer makes no attempt to 
preseut Hitlerism as the inevitable ontcoms: of what she has previously 
described, but it is well to reflect how well the German mentality, as if 
is here depicted, fits into the framework National Socialism has set up 
for it. “*‘The air of mysticsm connecte!t w.th these doctrines Ws 
attractive to the German mind with which the vague and the vast 
are always pleasing qualities "7 this quotation from Carlyle, weiting about 
Kant just a hundred years ajo, explain§ the pillars on whicu rests the 
success of the Nazi movement. 

Mrs. Seaton Wagner, evidently deeply impressed by the vast 
the ** vague,” has admiration both for the movemont and its leader. Set 
against this background the Jewish problem is practically reduced to “ the 
wresting of the key position in t're world of German publicity from Jewish 
hands.” An apology for the anti-Semitic aspect of National Socialism 
takes up an undue portion of the 25 pages devoted to the Third Reich. 
True, the loyalty showa by German Jews in 1914 is given full credit, but 
bevond that the activities of Jews in * rod” Bavaria, th. corruption 
scandals in Berlin, the wor of Liebkaecht and Rost Laxembuarg are cite l 
as illustrative of Jewish materialism and the “racial gift for negative 
criticism.” Wiy so many words about this‘one asp which is virtually 
regarded as an unimportant detail? Tie sense of proportion has fallen a 
victim to the temptations of the Nazi doctrine, But these cigiitesn pages 
of Chapter LV make the book worth reading. 


PON JVI MASSO. By Michael Higger (Moinester Pablishing C 
New York, 1935). 


Dr. M. Higger, indefatigable as ever, now presents us with a 
critical edition and English transiat.on of the TREATISES OF DEREKH 
ERreETZ. These treatises, which belong to the group of the so-called “smaller 


tractates ” incorporated in the printed editions of the Babylonian Talmud 
in the Fourth Order, Seder Nezikin, set forth rules and maxims of conduct, 
deportment and good behaviour which, despite the lapse of centuries that 
separate us from the time of their composition, have lost none of their 
homeliness and sweet reasonableness. As products of different schools 
the compilations have com> dowa to us in variou; versions that differ not 
only in the order and arrangement of the material but in fundamen‘al 
realings. The task which Dr. Higger set himself was no 


sinccure. 
A meére glance 


at the descriptive chart of m wuscripts and printed editions 
which he consulted and c »mpared is a striking testimony to the industry, 
diligence and patient research which he brought to bear upon th» 
production of this volam®. The text is edited largely on the basis of two 
Oxford manuscripts—all variants as well as most: up-to-date references 
being provided for in the footnotes, and is introduced by a comprehensive 
introduction in which the author supplies a survey of all the literary 
problems connected with the treatises with a thoroughness and attention 
to detail which characterise all other works critically edited by him. It 
is to be wished that the author had paid half as much care to the English 
translation as he has to the Hebrew text, and had not studiously avoided 
tivilig any explanatory notes even to passages which must appear difficult 
to scholars. 


Mvu3ic OF THE GHETTO AND THE BIBLE. By Lazare Saminsky. 
(New York: Bloch Publishing Company. $2.50). 

This thoughtful and stimulating book by Lazare Saminsky covers a 
wide range of time andari. The chapters are entitled “ The Song of Zion 
in Exile,” “Hebrew Music, Past and Present,” “The Hebraic and Judaic 
Share in Tonal Art,” “The Jew in Music, Problems and Personalities,” 
“At the Synagogue, East and West (Their People and Musicians),” 
“Biblical Melody” and “Jewish Folksong, Original or Borrowed.” The 
Writing is ingenious and challenging and champions the Jewish contribu- 
tion to the Art with fervour and logical conviction, often carrying the 
critical war into the artistic enemy's camp. Saminsky’s theories of 
Jewish music have for their data a vast arca from which the author has 
collected material for scientific investigation according to the approved 
methods of the highest rank of scholarship, and they thus merit the 
respect which the work of a scholar readily evokes. The reading is 
lively and attractive—-there is not a dull page in the book, while much 
information not widely knaown among Western readers is imparted in an 
altogether delightful manner. The musical illustrations whet the appetite 
for the full settings of which they are the extracts.

No. 817.—The Jewish Ideal of Womanhood 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


In the literature of a people or of an epoch you will find the 
reflection of its ideals. Itis only reasonable to assume therefore 
that the last twenty-two verses of the Book of Proverbs express the 
Jewish conception of the function of woman in the economy of life. 
Strangely enough it is a woman's conception. The general head- 
ing of the chapter presumably applies to the latter as well as to the 
former portion ; the competent woman, the woman of valour. the 
woman of worth, the Sn AWN, is part of the distilled wisdom of the 
mother of King Lemuel wherewith she “ corrected” him. 

Read these twenty-two verses and what impression do they 
leave on the mind? ‘There isa warmth and a sureness of tou#) 
about the picture; the character shown is competent, reliable, far- 
seeing, kindhearted and religious. “A woman that feareth the 
Lord,” that is the climax. You feel that she can be relied on. She 
creates the atmosphere of home. “ The stars only may be over her 
head; the glow-worm in the night-cold gtass may be the only fire at 
her foot; but home is yet wherever she is: and for a noble woman 
it stretches far round her, better than ceiled with cedar or painted 
with vermilion, shedding its quiet light far, for those who else were 
homeless.” Ruskin’s words nobly express what every Jewish husband 
must have felt what time he recited the praise of his wife in the 
words of the Book of Proverbs. The custom continued for genera. 
tions and generations and furnished the magic of the Jewish Friday 
night. 

The Jewish ideal of womanhood is not to make woman man's 
plaything, or, as was the ideal of chivalry, acreature to worship, but 
simply a helpmate. It may be said that the praise of the Son NWN 
has no word of love. The answer is that it has something much 
better—the confidence and the trust that spring from love. Besides, 
let it not be imagined that Jewish literature is without love poetry. 
Recall that the “ Song of Songs," never mind what the dry-as-dust 
theologians say, may compare with the finest love poetry in any 
literature in the world. In the Jewish idealisation of the perfect 
woman, love is taken for granted, from it spring the virtues of the 
woman and the atmosphere she creates in the home. 

It is not easy, perhaps it is altogether impossible, to date the 
last chapter of the Book of Proverbs. - But even without a precise 
date, certain it is that it is old. Consequently, we may assert that 
the Jewish ideal womanhood expressed in the picture of the Sn nwN 
must have established itself long, long ago. This is worth noting 
in view of the existence of other ideals of womanhood in. ancient 
times. In the old German laws, which some of the modern Nazi 
Barbarians desire to revive,a husband was allowed to kill his wife, to 
lend her to andther, even to make a present of her to another, to 
sell her or leave her to a friend in his will, just as though she were 
acow ora pig. He was certainly allowed to beat her, but, as one 
court case put it, he should do so only with a rodas beseems a gentle- 
man. The woman was merely achattel. As war was the predomi. 
nating ideal of life among early peoples, virtue was man’s virtue 
(vir=a man) and woman was only of importance as the mother of 
warriors. The chastisement of women seems to have been a 
characteristic amusement of Germans; Nietzsche's advice, published 
in 1881, must have expressed a thought dear to the German heart: 
“Du gehst zu Frauen? Vergiss die Peitsche nicht!" (In your 
dealings with women, do not forget to take a whip with you). 

The Greek ideal was different again. It was succinctly expressed 
by a great orator in some such terms as these: We have wives for 
the procreation of children and concubines for our pleasure. The 
Midrash is acquainted with this ideal which it ascribes, on the 
authority of Rabbi Judah, not to Athenian life, but to the men 
of the age of the Flood a0" SIT °WSN). Doubtless this was part 
of the wickedness of the Earth for which the Flood was a punishment. 

That this ideal produced wickedness and cruelty may be realised 
by all those who study social conditions, say, in first-century Rome. 
There are some latter-day philosophers who argue that, at its besf, 
social life moulded by this ideal of womanhood is the highest in 
civilisation. It certainly is not civilisation as Jews or Christians 
would like to see it. The early Christains were appalled at the 
immorality and cruelty of the world around them and sought refuge 


in an ideal of woman which regarded her as the source of all evil; 


asa habitation of Satan, as a vile thing to be avoided. Celibacy 
was held up as the best state, as most pleasing to God; marriage was 
merely tolerated as a convenience for weaker brethren. Even Paul 
of Tarsus taught the doctrine which sounds strange to Jewish ears, 
that only man was made in the image of God: “he is the image 
and glory of God; but the woman is the glory of the man.” 

In the Jewish view both man and woman were created in the 
image of God: they represent a partnership in which each has 
definite contributions to make for the happiness of both. The 
heathen ideal of woman was an extremist view in one direction ; in 
its horror of reaction against it, the Christian ideal shot off in the 
Very opposite extremist direction. It is fair to claim that the 
Jewish ideal moved along the middle way. Woman was associated 
with home; the mother created the tone of the home. “Thy wife 
Bhall be a fruitful vine, in the innermost parts of thy house; thy 
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children like olive plants round about thy table.” Nor was spiritual 
companionship excluded. Rabbinic literature abounds in remark" 
able opinions in regard to woman. Let a few serve by way of 
illustration. Because of the goodness and virtue of Jewish women, 
the were liberated from So runs one view. 
Another declares that for the highest life it is essential for men and 
women to help one another. “Not man without woman, 
woman without and not the two without the Shechina.” 
(AS Sw NSS NO NDS NSS ND). A man 
is advised always to have regard to the honour of his wife. for 
blessing comes into a man's house only because of his wife.

from upholding the celibate ideal, Jewish teaching declares that the 


life of a man without a wife is not really complete. 

The: Family is a grand Jewish ideal. 
flourish on the ideal of the mother and wife. For generations this 
ideal moulded Jewish life to make the Jew a 
good citizen. It was comparatively easy to reach the ideal when 
communities were fairly small, cBcumscribed (in ghettos). and 
governed by an economic system in which the family was more 
or less a self-contained unit. ‘Certain economic activities were 
associated with the home, and the wife and mother. was expected to 
carry them out, and indeed cheerfully did carry them out. It was 
her privilege ; it was her pleasure. Jewish housewives in particular 
took a pride in their domestic duties. The spirit of the Sr MWR 
seemed to hover over Jewish homes, and for many a century the 
old Jewish ideal of womanhood maintained itself. 

Does if do so to-day? In our own age women are no longer 
confined to the home and to domestic duties. The economic position 
of the home has changed c:

rably in the twentieth century. 
It does not confine us so closeiy. Some welcome the change; others 
deplore the “ good old days.” 


* Ah, wasteful woman !—she who may 
On her sweet self set her own price, 
Knowing he cannot choose but pay — 
How she has cheapen’d Paradise ! 
How given for nought her priceless gift, 
How spoiled the bread and spill'd the wine, 
Which, spent with due respective thrift, 
Had made brutes men, and men divine!’ 
In a recently published book on women in modern life, the 
authoress puts the problem in other words and more to the present 
tuation: 


** All that woman stands for, as the mother caring spirit of the 
races of man, Was defeated as never before in the general débacle 
which followed the Great War. The overthrow of her guardianship, 
sense of restraint and religious aspiration was as complete as man's, 
and led him once again to regard her as the irresponsible plaything of 
his existence rather than the thinking helpmeet.” 

The Jewish ideal has always been that of the “thinking help- 
meet.”” Need that ideal be thrown overboard merely because 
economic and social conditions havechanged? Jews must recognise 
the changes and must draw the requisite conclusions from them. 
In the first place, we must wholeheartedly grant our women full 
rights. . It is not so long ago since the United Synagogue refused to 
give women the same rights as meu. The struggle was stubborn 
and the refusal was supported by men who, though actuated by the 
old Jewish ideal of womanhood, did not realise the changed 
conditions of our time. They were our Communal Canutes. Is 
not a change of policy in this respect opportune and necessary ” 

If the complete recognition of Jewish women’s work is one 
need of the time, to make our girls efficient Jewish women is 
another. Much, though not sufficient, is being done by the 
community as a body for the education of our boys. But the 
education of our girls in Judaism is being neglected. We have 
reached the danger zone, but we do not appear to be aware of the 
fact. The Jewish ideal of womanhood is admirable. It is good for 
Jews and good for the world. But it must be cultivated by 
education. We must give our girls every bit as good a Jewish 
education as our boys.

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A Public Utility Mortgage Corporation for Palestine 


A PROJECT

The financial organisation of a country cannot be regarded as ade- 
quate if there is an important category of business which cannot get 
itwelf done at all. or can only be accomplished at unduly high rates 
of interest (of course, opinions differ as to what constitutes an im- 
portant category of business and what is meant by an unduly high rate 
of interest. Fortunately. however, there 1s general agreement that in 
Palestine to-day two important groups find it difficult or impossible 
to raise loans at reasonable rates: public utility companies, such as 
gas and waterworks, and small local authorities, who wish to construct 
roads or introduce drainage systems, etc 

In all Western countries the same financial problems have pre- 


sented themselves at some time or another And two main types of 


instrument were contrived for dealing with them: the British, the 
local loans fund .‘and the ¢ continental. the specialised mortgage bank. 
These are now a normal and successful sphere of finance in most modern 
countries And if it be fair to argue that since industrial mortgage 
hanks i other countries have been’a failure, Palestine should avoid 
them, it is at least equally ye rmissible to maintain that because in other 
countries a parti ular device for publi utility and communal loans has 


been a sticcess, there is a prima facie case ior considering it also for 
Palest¢n

The principal task of the Board is to arrange 
loans to lecal authorities out of the Central Local Loans Fund. All 
receipts for interest on loans and repayment are handed over to the 
Fund. and out of it interest is paid on local loans stock. Thus, while 
the Public Works Loan Board is an actively operative body, the Local 
Loans Fund is simply an account, operated entirely apart from the 
trovernment accounts, making up the national budget. The Government 
has no statutory liability, even contingent, in respect of the principal 
of the stock, its guarantee being solely in respect of interest. 

The principal object of the system is to provide long-term loans to 
smaller local authorities, generally speaking with a rateable value not 
exceeding a quarter of a million pounds, for housing, electric lighting, 
drainage, small holdings and educational facilities, i.e., for capital 
works yielding lasting assets of permanent, economic, or social worth. 
The evident need which the arrangement seeks to meet arises from the 
relatively disadvantageous position occupied by small local authorities 
as against their larger brethren, who are able to raise money through the 
Stock Exchange, or from financial houses. Of the 291 millions of loans 
outstanding on March 31, 1934, 95 per cent. was secured on the rates, 
the rest being secured-on property. Housing, as we might have antici- 
pated, was the main object of expenditure. Some 79 per cent. of the 
loans outstanding were used for the provision of houses. It-is antici- 


pated that, if anything, borrowing by smaller local authorities- will 
continue to increase. 


Nearly half of the loans are given for periods of 
more than fifty years, and about a third for periods not exceeding thirty 
years, 3 

The rates charged by the Board vary with market conditions. 
To-day, the minimum rate fixed by the Treasury is 3! per cent 
although it has been as high as 62 per cent. : : 


Although there has been a great deal of talk about industrial banks 
scrious experiments in this field began only after the War. Most of these, 
the State Industrial Mortgage Bank of Saxony, the National Industrial 
Mortgage Bank of Hungary and the Industrial Mortgage Bank of Finland 
Were subsidised by their respective governments. None of them have 
been successful. Nor have the American and Japanese Banks operating 
in this fleld been able to weather.the recent financial storms. |

The Mortgage Bank. 


Many mortgage banks in France, Germany, and a dozen other 
countries have an extensive business of loan granting to municipalities 
and communes, and to public bodies in general. Private joint-stock 
companies, as well as State banks, grant them. The subsidiary function 
of supplying these credits has in some instances become temporarily 
even more important than their basic purpose as in France’ where the 
total of mortgage credits outstanding in 1929 amounted to about three 
thousand million francs, and the total of communal credits outstanding 
to about five thousand million francs. Communal loans are financed 
either by the issue of distinct communal bonds or through the ordinary 
bonds. The security may be the general credit. standing of the public 
body or a mortgage on specific land, or certain revenues ma) be pledged. 
Dwelling-houses and public atility undertakings, such as electricity, gas 
and waterworks, are frequently financed by the issue of special com- 
munal bonds by villages, towns, counties, or public utility organisa- 
tions. Th: assumption by mortgage banks of this type of long-term 
loan results from its similarity to the loan on real estate. A stead) 
income with which to pay interest and redemption ts available. The 
same type of machinery .1s adaptable for this purpose, and. therefore, 
convenrent leariy. it would be costly for every «emall local authority 
to attempt to raise funds by going to the public. A swarm of small 
iasues. under favourable and unfavourable conditions, would be hanging 
over every large capital centre. At a comparatively early stage, there- 
fore. the mortgage banks took up this allred business of granting long- 
term credits to first class borrowers. ready to offer the best type of 
security. In some inst LTICeS, they accept the mortgage of certain lorms 
of transport property, su h as local narrow-gauge railways. 

Both the Lo al Loans Fund and the mortvave banks provide loans 
for undertakings which derive an income through charging fees, or 
rents, for their services, cuch as trams or hous .s or local taxes through 
an increase of rates, as in the case of the supply of draimage o1 of 
water 

Palestine should be guided in these matters by the experience and 
existing standards of the Western World, 


The Projected Palestine Mortgage Corporation. 


Supposing we endeavour to visualise the functioning of the projected 
Palestine. Mortgad f orporation, possessing at the outset a capital of 
£200,000. It would limit itself to a maximum loan of, say, £20,000. 
It would, however, have a majority of small loans of a few hundred 
pounds each, making an average loan, say, of £1,000 or £2,000. It 
would lend at, sav, 54 percent. Since the loans would be of larger sums 
than those provided by agricultural and urban mortgage banks, the 
administrative expense need not be so large, say, about s per cent. 
(ince it had distributed its own capital in about one hundred to two 
hundred loans, it would Le able to pledge its income as security ior an 
issue of mortgage bonds of. say, another £200,000. This would in its 
turn provide a further income which could again be pledged. In Con- 
tinental countries the ana unt of bonds can he ten oO} twenty times the 
original capital li Palestine if might le assumed that if would 
restrict itself to six times the paid-up capital. The original capital of. 
£200,000 would provide a conservative base for the assue of debentures 
amounting to £1,.200.000 

Supposing the corporation limited its net profits on the debentures 
to 4 per cent., if would then be making. Say, 5 pel cent, net on its own 
capital, and an additional 3 per cent... arising from its 


borrowed 
capital, 


a total of 8 per cent. Under such cireumstatices it would 
find no diffeulty at all in increasing its capital. 

This method of finance provides the possibility of raising additional 
amounts of capital as required, and is likely to be the more’ satrs- 
factory to investors, because it follows a well-known conservative proce- 
dure. Individual investors in Palestine would thus be provided with 
an additional channel of comparatively safe investment. It is desirable 
that they should have some choice of investments, and not be obliged 
to place all their resources into urban and agricultural mortgage banks, 
Unless such channels are created where they can invest wisely, it is 
likely that they will invest unwisely, 

Three questions may be raised as to the Government's functions in 
relation to this projected corporation. 

Should not the Government itself institute a Local Loans Fund; 
would not the presence of such a corporation provide the Government 
with an excuse for not carrying out public works which rightly come 
within its scope of activities; would not the Government have to alter 
its legal and administrative machinery in order to. facilitate the 
functioning of such a financial mechanism. 

A Government with a reputation for pursuing an active progres- 
sive policy might indeed institute such a fund. But the Palestine 
Grovernment has no such reputation, and gives little evidence of 
acquiring it. There is little or no eagerness to stimulate the activities 
of local authorities, and it is content to allow the nine millions of its 
budgetary surplus and ‘its currency cover to be invested throughout the 
Empire rather than in Palestine. Besides, if it decided to act at all, it 
would feel itself bound by political, rather than by purely economic 
considerations. To-day, at any rate, it seems somewhat theoretical to 
expect the Government to act in this way. On the other hand, the 
Corporation should carefully avoid granting loans for undertakings 
which a central, rather than a loca) government ought to undertake. 
Even if the central authority does not undertake them now, it may do 
so later. 

But since it is to the interest of the Government to see that the 
local areas are properly developed, it ought to facilitate the work of 
such a corporation. They may need clearly-defined borrowing powers. 
The smatler local authorities, municipalities, colony councils and town

A SKETCH OF THE PAVILION 


Mr. N. Torezyner (President of the Belgian Zionist Federation), 
in the course of his address, dealt with the significance of the 
Jewish achievements in Palestine. Burgomaster Max also spoke. 
by an irony of fate the Pavilion has been erected on the site which 
was chosen for the German Pavilion abandoned in the early 
stages of its construction.

Minimum Age for Marriage ? 

We understand from “ Palcor”™ that the draftof anew ordinance 
fixing the minimum age of consent for marriage among girls at 
fifteen years has been circulated tothe heads of the various religions 
in Palestine for their comments. The ordinance provides penalties 
for any member of the clergy officiating at a marriage of a girl 
under the stated age. ‘This ordinance is the cu!mination of a fight 
waged since 1920 by the “Jewish Women’s Equal Rights Associa- 
tion” against-child marriages, by which children of twelve were 
forced to marry. 


Outbreak of Typhus 

The Vaad Leumi has issued an official warning of an epidemic 
of abdominal typhus which is spreading throughout the country, 
and ig especially virulent at Hulda, one of the settlements in the 
Judean hills, where thirty of the ninety members of the Kvutza are 
seriously ill, Three deaths have occurred. 


Important Acquisition of Land 


The Jewish National Fund has acquired further areas of land in 
North Palestine completing a new block of 25,000 dunams. This is

This declaration they did not 
receive. Therefore, the Federations in question announced their 
withdrawal from the World Union. 

The second issue at this Conference was the nature and the 
purpose of tlre new General Zionist Trade Union itself—the /rgun— 
which had issued to the Conference a statement of its aims and 
character and an appeal for support. The demands of the /rgun 
amounted to a request that economic pressure should be used by 
employers who were members of the General Zionist Movement 
against those who were not prepared to share their political views. 
That was a proposal to which this Federation could in no circum- 
stances wed itself. Vast masses of General Zionists throughout the 
world would view not only with distaste but with horror a proposal 
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The Federations.

that the General Zionist Movement should become an instrument 
in the development of a social war in Palestine itself. Even if the 
pledge to which he had referred had not been broken, they could 
never have gone into any World Union which contemplated 
recognition of the Irgun. As a consequence, the Confederation 
of General Zionists was established. The Confederation comprised 
a large number of Zionist Federations already and, therefore, it 
was a body which was bound to play a considerable and significant 
part in the forthcoming Congress, 

They hoped that it would be possible to establish a Con- 
federation which would unite all General Zionist forces for the 
good of the movement as a whole and for the purpose of acting as @

Dr. Martin Rosenblueth said that Dr. Weizmann had agreed to 
head the world election list for their Confederation. 

A resolution was adopted at an Executive Council Meeting of 
the Zionist Federation, confirming and supporting the actions of 
the delegates at Cracow and assuring the new Confederation of 
Support. 


World Union of General Zionists 
DR. SCHWARTZBART RESUMES PRESIDENCY 


The Executive of the World Union of General Zionists at a 
meeting held at Cracow, decided to publish a communiqué on the 
situation, and on the circumstances that resulted in the split at the 
Cracow World Conference. The platform of the World Union for 
the Nineteenth Congress has been drawn up, and it was decided 
that the World Union should present its own list of candidates. 

It was decided to continue the work of the World Union. I6¢ 
was also decided unanimously not to accept Dr. Schwartzbart's 
resignation from the Presidency of the Union and to ask him te. 
remain at the head of the Organisation. Dr. Schwartzbart thereupon 
agreed to resume his position as President.

A reception was held on Sunday evening at 63, Mansell Street, E., 
by “ Hadassah” in honour of the Rey. and Mrs. H. Mayerowitsch, 
who have recently returned from Palestine. 

Mrs. H. Irwell, Hon. President of the Society, presided, and 
introduced the Rev. Mr. Mayerowitsch. She said it was difficult for 
those of them who had been to Palestine to understand that any 
Jew could be otherwise than an ardent Zionist. 

The Rey. H. Mayerowitsch then gave an account of his visit te 
Eretz Yisrael. He said that Tel-Aviv had been called a wicked city, 
but he was pleased to be able to report to them that it was not 
such a wicked city after all from the point of view of Jewish 
observance. The real Palestine was to be found in the colonies, 
where the right ideal of Zionism inspired the heroic young Jews of 
both sexes, who literally scrificed everything for the upbuilding of 
their National Home. Mr Mayerowitsch instanced the action ofa 
group of young colonists who had voluntarily gone without items 
of food on hearing of the German tragedy, in order that the 
money thus sayed should be devoted to the relief of those who were 
suffering from the cruelty of the Nazi persecution. In his opinion, 
Jews were not yet fit to govern their own country, and they had a 
good enlightened Government in the British authorities. They 
should do all in their power to remain loyal to that Government, 
but if English Jewry did its share towards supporting Zionist effort 
(and at present it did actually less than Poland), Palestine WOON :

those of parties in at least five other. countries (electoral areas are 
combined. Additional seats will be allotted to any World-Election 
Lists only if the nomination lists combined with it have succeeded 
in securing seats in at least three electoral areas. Electoral parties 
desirous to avail themselves of this right, must notify the Executive 
in London, not later than July 9th.

Record Number of Shekel Payers 

For the first time in Zionist history, the mixed Congress will 
represent more than 1,000,000 shekel payers. According to informa. 
tion received by the Shekel Committee in Palestine from twenty-one 
countries, the sale of the shekel already amounts to more than that 
number, while results are still to come from many other countries, 
including Germauy, Roumania, Belgium and Italy. 

At the 18th Congress 839,291 shekel payers were represented.

King George V Jubilee Forest 
CAMPAIGN OPENED IN MANCHESTER

Under the Chairmanship of the Lord Mayor of Manchester 
Alderman S. Woollam) a luncheon was given, last week. at the 
Midland Hotel, in honour of Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who launched 
the campaign in the city for the King George V. Jubilee Forest in 
Palestine. 

Dr. Weizmann explained the agricultural and climatic signifi- 
cance of the Forest to Palestine, which in spite of a good rainfall 
derived little benefit because of the denuded state of large tracts of 
the hillsides, where the soil was just washed away—-a condition 
which afforestation would correct. The speaker paid a tribute to 
the afforestation work of both the Government in Palestine 
and the Jewish National Fund. The latter in its efforts was trying 
to avoid the evils of landlordism which had interfered with normal 
colonisation. 

Palestine was to-day a civilised country, without exaggeration 
one of the most important links in the great chain of Imperial 
connections. Apart from its spiritual bond which united Jewries 
of the world with the Empire, through that great generous political 
act of 1917, there was to-day a great community of interest between 
this country and Palestine which the Jews had developed. 

Among donations totalling £600 which were announced, were 
£100 from Mr. and Mrs. Mark Rubin, £100 from Mr. and Mes. E. 
Sieff, and £100 from Mr. Joseph Sunlight, whose father, Mr. Israel 
Sunlight, last year proposed to the Jewish National Fund the 
establishment of a Jewish Jubilee tribute to the King in Palestine. 


Friends of the Hebrew University 
DR. WEIZMANN ON “SWELLED-HEADEDNESS ”

Professor S. Alexander, O.M., presided at a meeting held last 
week at the Central Library, Manchester, when Dr. Chaim Weizmann 
fave an address on the Hebrew University at Jerusalem. 

Professor Alexander said that towards the success and welfare 
of Palestine probably nothing contributed or should contribute 
more than the University. It needed and deserved all their support. 

Dr. Weizmann insisted on the need for scientific research in 
Palestine so that Palestinian products could compete with those of 
any country in the world. The citrus industry, apart from the 
orange itself, offered distinct promise, and in this regard Dr. Weiz- 
mann spoke of the work of the Rechoboth Research Institute in 
agricultural problems. The speaker concluded with a warning 
against “ swelled-headedness ” among the Jewish people in Palestine. 
With few standards for comparison, there was a tendency to become 
self. ‘complacent and to confuse second-rate work with first-rate. The 
Jew in Palestine, whatever his work, must not forget self-criticism 
—it was just as important to do first-class work as it was to expound 
intricate political theories.

A visitor from Sydney, N.S.W., distinguished not only in the 
Jewish, but the non-Jewish life of Australia, recently visited this 
country in the person of Lt.-Col. A. W. Hyman, O.B.E., V.D. Colonel 
Hyman who, was accompanied by 
his wife, represénts the 
Servicemen of Australia together 
with the High Commissioner for 
Australia, Mr. Bruce, and Mr. Pike, 
Agent General for Queensland, 
who are the standing delegates for 
the British Empire Service League 
of which the Returned Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Imperial League of 
Australia is a constituent part. 
lle is on the staff of the First 
Cavalry Division Commonwealth 
Military Forces, and is by profes. 
sion a lawyer. He is a past-Presi 
dent and at present Vice-President 
of the Organisation in New South 
Wales referred to above; is asso 
ciated with practically every 
Jewish activity in New South 


A. W. Hyman Wales and. also takes a share in 
Phot»: Lafavette the Jewish activities in-~ the 
whole Commonwealth, 

In the course of an interview (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative), Col. Hyman told me that he has undertaken, in the 
course of his absence from Australia to go to Palestine on behalf of 
the Zionist Organisation of Australia and to report his observa- 
tions. Col. IHyman's brother, Major E. Hyman, D.S.O0., who now 
lives in Tamworth, New South Wales while commanding a squadron 
in the 12th Rogiment, lel it in the charge at Beer Steba which 
preluded the subsequent successful operations in Palestine. 

‘There are 30,009 Jews in Australia,” said Col, Hyman, “ most of 
whom live in New South Wales and Victoria. Their communal develop 
ments are closely similar to those of their London brethen, The Synagogues 
are conducted on very much the sime lines. They have always submitted 
to the jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire. 

‘We are all very proud in Australia that the Governor-General, Sic 
Isaac Isaacs, occupies his eminent ‘position, with great distinction 
not only to himself, but to the whole of the Community. As the late 
Chief Justice of Australia he will leave an imperishable name on the 
constitutional records of Australiia.”’ 


Zionism Down Under’ 

‘The Zionist Organisation in Australia,” he said, ""is a most earnest 
and sincere one, doing its best to deal with the problem which lies before it 
by supporting this cause, but it suffers considerably by reason of not being 
in as clos® contact with the leaders of world Zionism as it could wish to 
be, largely owing t® the distance which separates Aus‘ralia from the 
world centre of its activities, 

‘The Jews of AuStralia-are very conscious of the existence of anti 
Semitism in various parts of the world, and deeply sympathise with their 
brethren in Germany whom they have endeavoured to helpina small way 
as much as has been in their power, although they realise that there is

still much more for them todo. Anti-Semitism, as such, does not exist in 
Australia. Every Australian Jew realises that his conduct is one which 
may readily reflect on the rest of the Community, and fully appreciates 
this responsibility. The response of the Jews in Australia when callet 
upon to serve in the Great War was larger in proportion to their population 
than that of the rest of the community. 
Religious Education 

‘Tn Sydney.” he exp'ained, “the religious education is under the 
direction of the New South Wales Jewish Education Board, of which I am 
a member, and has the sympathetic support of the Community and also 
the official support of the Education Department of the State of New 
South Wales. Its teachers are given every facility to attend the 
various public schools througout the State, more particularly in the 
Metropolitan area, with the result that Jewish classes are formed 
at certain hours per week when the teachers of the Board take over 
these classes for the purpose of Jewish instruction. The Hebrew 
Classes are well attended, but not as well as the Board would 
desire, and every effort is constantly made by members of the Board and 
the teaching staff to increase the attendance. One of the problems of the 
Jewish Board of Education is that of finance, and we have to rely mainly 
for income upon the voluntary subscriptions and donations for which 
appeals are from time to time made.” 

In Sydney, he informed me, there is a Jewish War Memoria! building 
in Which are housed all the’ various activities such as are carried on so 
successfully in Y.M.C.A. Institutions. This building, which cost approxt- 
mately £20,000, is the rendezvous of the Communal lifeofSydney. There 
is also an ordanisation in the Community known as the Council of 
Jewish Women in wirich Dr. Fanny Reading and Mrs. Cornfield are leading 
spirits. There is also the Young Men's Hebrew Association with which 
Dr. Reading, brother of Dr. Fanny teading and Dr. Steigrad are 
prominently connected, 

Col. Hyman also mentioned the name of Mr. John Gonulston, the 
highly respected President of the Great Synagogue in Sydney who, he said, 
was also formerly the President of the United Grand Lodge of N.S.W. The 
majority of the Jewish community in N.S.W. are members of one of the 
Synagogues: the Eastern Suburban Synagogue also plays its part in 
keeping alive the spirit of Judaism in a closely populated portion of 
Sydney where many Jews reside. oth Synagogues endeavour to work 
in close touch with ene another in communal problems. 

Five years aco Col. Hyman lost his only son at the age of 
twenty-three: he was drowved while rescuing a girl from drowning. In 
his memory a Lectureship in Law in the Sydney Law School of the 
Sydney University was founded by the Jewish citizens of N.S.W., and 
the students of the University.

PLAN FOR NEW JEWISH AGENCY 

The efforts of American Jews in promoting the upbuilding work 
in Palestine are highly praised by President Roosevelt in a message 
which he has sent to the Convention of the Zionist Organisation of 
America which has been meeting at Atlantic City. 

Mr. Morris Rothenberg, the President of the Organisation, 
submitted plans for the re-organisation of the Jewish Agency by 
uniting the Zionists and the non-Zionists, at least in America. He 
argued that the Jewish Agency in its present form was doomed, 
because the distinction between Zionist and non-Zionist had become 
obsolete. The present form of the Agency, he suggested should be 
replaced by a unified body representing every section of Jewry on 
the basis of the Palestine Mandate. 

Tributes to Dr. Schmarya Levin were paid at a special memorial 
session. 

According to the Annual Report the membersnip of the 
Organisation is at present 18,000, as compared with 700 in 1932. 


Revisionists and Labour 


From Mr. A. RICHTIGER 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 

Sik, —The letterof Mr. M. M. Rich which you published in your issue of 
June 28th demonstrates once again that itis difficult, if not impossible, for 
Revisionists to learn anything. To them the Congress election would 
have been an occasion for tactical party moves only, and not for deciding 
on a policy—economic and political—-for building up the Yishuv iu 
Palestine. 

But there are two misleading statements in this letter which particu- 
larly require to be nailed. In the first place, there is the reference to the 
growth of Revisionism and the statement that it was “ likely to take the 
leadership into its own hands.” It was precisely because it was weaken- 
ing and saw no chance of manceuvring itself into any Zionist Executive 
that it decided on splitting away. Secondly, ‘‘ The Labour-Communist 
dictatorship at Congress” is an embittered opponent's way of referring to 
the fact that Zionist voters in all parts of the world elected a large body 
of Labour Delegates. All Zionist parties are bound by the decisions of the 
majority at Congress, and this was always accepted by the Labour Party. 
Now that it has grown strong, it is scrupulously careful not to ignore the 
rights of other minorities. This is seen in two major facts :

High Commissioner to Visit London 


The Palestine Legislative Council Menace 


MISCHIEVOUS OPPORTUNITY FOR ARAB POLITICAL 
ADVENTURERS 


our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


T hear that the High Commissioner for Palestine, Sir Arthur 
Wauchope, is expected to visit London shortly. It is believed that ho 
will discuss projects with the Colonial Office which may have vital 
results on the future of this mandated territory. Any suggestion 
of expediting the establishment of a Legislative Council in Pales- 
tine is viewed with grave apprehension by some Members, 
who feel that such a body at the present time would merely be utilised 
by the Arab sections there which are vieing with each other for power, 
to lash themselves into a competitive frenzy of opposition to the further- 
ance of the Jewish National Home, so as to display their respective super 
Arab-nationalisms for the purpose of defeating their co-national opponents. 
Tension between Jew and Arab would be seriously increased, 

If, on the other hand, the matter is allowed to stand over for some 
time Members believe that the Arab will be able to appraise the true 
benefits accruing to him and will thus be prepared to withstand the 
insiduous propaganda of unscrupulous political aspirants for power. 

Theory or Practical Wisdom 

There are some Members of the House, however, who consider that, 
on principle, legislative bodies with a properly balanced personnel should 
be encouraged in all manda‘ted and colonial territories, and, irrespective 
of varving circumstances, they would no doubt support the establishment 
of such a Council in Palestine. 

{ have heard some Members who visited Palestine recently 
express surprise at the report which has been circulated that the 
Mavor of Jerusalem's party is antagonistic to the advancement of 
the Jewish National Home. The Members met the Mayor and cértainiy 
were not of the opinion that he bore any such views. It is feared that 
his party have been shouldered into this attitude by the claims made by 
their Arab political opponents, as Jew and Arab appear to work in 
harmony on the Jerusalem Council. 

I am told by Mr. Barnett Janner that he and his friends are uneasy 
about the delay which is taking place in putting into effect many improve- 
ments which are needed in the roai and rail systems of Palestine. The 
necessity to keep up the railways has often been adduced as an answer 
to pressure for greater facilities in the road services. Nevertheless, the 
recontmmen lations of the railway report has not even been published 
for examination. The view is held that the Treasury department of the 
Palestine Government in their anxiety to retain as great a surplus as 
possible are endangering the proper transport of Palestinian products, 
and are limiting travel arrangements to an absurd level. The attitude is 
regarded as a short sighted policy which docs not take into consideration 
the rapidly expanding population, and the Goverment will be urged to 
advance in this direction without further delay.

PLUMBING ECONOMIES 

Is there anything more annoying than the non-stop drip of a tap which 
needs a new washer? The supposedly mysterious operation of doing the 
repair in such cases is really very simple once you know how to go about 
it. Your gardener or chauffeur can do it, or, if you haven't a chauffeur, 
a husband is the next best thing. 

The water supply must first be stopped. If 
from the main, turn off the main tap, usually to be 
found at the point where the supply first enters 
the house. If from the cistern you can raise the 
hall valve in the tank with a piece of wood or tie up 
with a piece of string. Then turn on the defective 
tap and allow the supply to run until all water is 
emptied from the pipes.

Three large tomatoes. | 
Salad oil, 4 tablespoonfuls. Mayonnaise sauce, 14 gills. 
Vinegar, 2 teaspoonfuls. Lettuce and cucumber.

Salad in Slices 

ARRANGE this either on-individual plates or on a large flat dish. 

Take as many hard-boiled eggs as required; cut across in halves and 
put each on a thia slice of cheese. Put on plates or a dish, and arrange 
in circles around sliced salad vegetables in this order—tomatoes, new 
potatoes, radishes, cucumber, beetroot, with a final border of shredded 
lettuce or mustard and cress. Arrange the slices overlapping each other 
in neat circles. Coat with mayonnaise sauce and sprinkle with finely 
grated cheese. Serve very cold. | 

Tongue and Eggs Tartare 

CUT some cold tongue into the required number of rounds (about 
two-and-a-half inches in diameter) and boil half the number of eggs hard. 
On top of each round of tongue place a slice of tomato, and on top of this 
half an egg with the yolk side down. Coat the egg with tartare sauce, 
which is mayonnaise sauce with a little chopped gherkin, capers and 
parsley added. Garnish with watercress.

Steak, 1 Ib. Onion chopped), 2 tablespoonfuls, 
Smoked beef (raw), 6 ozs.

LINE a pudding basin with slices of stale bread about half-an-inch 
thick. Stew the fruit with the water and sufficient sugar and when soft 
pour into the prepared basin. Cover the top with a round of bread, put a 
plate over, on which place a heavy weight. Letit stand overnight. Turn 
out and serve very cold with or without custard sauce. 


Jewish Historical Society 


ANNUAL MEETING 

The Annual Meeting of the Jewish Historical Society of 
England was held on Monday evening in the Gustave Tuck Theatre, 
University College, W.C. 

The PRESIDENT, the Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., in the course of a 
report on the progress of the Society during the session 1934-35, said thas 
their members numbered 631, of whom 68 joined within the past twelve 
months, Whilst this was certainly gratifying, he wished to make a 
further appeal through them andthe Press for new friends to join the 
Society. They were about to introduce the system of Covenants 
now so general, and hoped that many members would make use of it. 
The celebrations in England in honour of the eight hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of Maimonides were led off by their own meeting at which 
three Papers were presented by eminent scholars dealing with varied 
aspects of the subject. The series of the Lady Magnfiis Memorial Lectures 
was worthily begun by Dr. Cecil Roth with a Paper upon Portsmouth 
Jewry. An outstanding event im the past session was the occasion when 
the Society so whole-heartedly delighted to honour their friend Mr. 
Gustave Tuck who, besides being Treasurer for thirty years, had occupied 
the post of President for five years with such marked distinction and 
had so munificently endowed the Society with that beautiful theatre and 
museum. The second Lucien Wolf Memorial Lecture would be given on 
November 25th by Sir Herbert Samuel, M.P., who had chosen for his 
subject, “Great Britain and Palestine.” After detailing the Society's 
publishing activities, the President said that, in the light of current events 
recognising the necessity of spreading accurate knowlege upon the 
subjects of Jewish religion,and history, the Council had circulated to a 
large number of public libraries throughout the country a selected list “of 
books in English for general readers, which had been gratefully received 
by the Librarians.*° Mr, Adler, in con¢fusion, expressed his gratitude to 


his friend, the Rev. Walter Levin, for the tireless labour he bestowed 
upon his post of Hon. Secretary,

ART NOTES 


New Paintings by British Artists 


VARIED EXHIBITION 

lt is not fair, when holding an exhibition of British artists, to 
Oxhibit sixteen paintings by Cezanne in the next room. I don't 
call it a “square deal.” It reminds me of the battle on Gilboa, 
when Saul was in distress and called the prophet Samuel from the 
other world. .Why not leave the giants at rest ° 

There I wis at the Lefevre Galleries. I wanted to write about 
this exhibition. which contains so many well-known names in 
dand soul were full of Cezanne. ‘Lhere are 
some fine examples of the Master's work—for instance, No. 15, " Le 
Pont de Bois. 


There is little that is typically British in this exhibition of 


British art, but my min 
but f won't say another word about him. 


British art. Exhibitions of this kind can be seen anywhere on the 
Continent. The diversity of styles, moods and expressions of the 
artists is perhaps the only thing which may ‘be called British 
individualism. 

Among the outstanding artists are Richard Sickert, R. O. Dunlop, 
Ethel Walker and Mark Gertler. Sickert's work at this show is not 
of any great importance considering the popularity he enjoys. For 
me, No. 8, “ Palazzo Eleanora Duse,” is definitely disappointing. He 
relies so much on the accidental manner of his brush that the whole 
picture gives one a feeling of feebleness and indecision. No. 5, 
“ Wimbledon,” by R. O. Danlop, is a striking contrast to Sickert's 
work. Here, Dunlop paints simply and honestly. He paints as he 
sees aud feels, with a decided brush, and his colours are quiet and 
devoid of decorative effects. 

Gertler has two paintings—No. 11, “Etruscan Head” and 
No. 22, The Fan "'—both typically “Gertlerian.” I prefer The 
Fan,’ which is much less severe than the other picture and is more 
free in composition. Stylised painting is a dangerous matter and 
Gertler would do well to soften the construction of his works. 

No. 19, Greek Necklace,’ by. Ethel Walker, is of interest for 
its pictorial value, but too much emphasis is put on the texture of 
the painting, with a subsequent shattering of the picture as a 
whole. A. MEL.

£2.000 Redecorations Out of Current Income 


Nurses’ Home Badly Needed 


SPLENDID WORK OF THE AID SOCIETIES 


The Annual Court of Life Governors and Subscribers of the 
Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables was held on Sunday at 
the Institution, High Road, Tottenham. Viscount BrearsTep, M.C., 
the President, was in the Chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, proposing the adoption of the Annual Report and 
Accounts. said that the financial strain on their funds was greater than 
usual. because during the vear they had had to spend the sum of £2,000 
for the redecoration of the interior of the building. They had been able 
to find that money out of current income, without making a special 
appeal. It was now necessary to build a nurses’ home, which 
would cost about £5,000 plus a considerable sum for furnishing and 
equipment. This was in some respects a debteof gratitude which they 
owed to the nurses, those who gave their time and care to the inmates 
of that Home. He hoped that the members of Aid Societies, upon whom 
they relied for their financial support, would do all they could to enable 
them to pay for this home out of current income. He paid a warm tribute 
to the personnel of the Aid Societies.

'From our Correspondent, 


At the Annual Meeting held at the Jewish Institute last Sunday, 
Mr. L. L. Zossenheim expressed regret that Mr. Lyla Goodman had 
resigned from the Chairmanship, but hoped he would still continue 
giving his valuable services to the Hospital. He announced that 
Mr. H. Freedman was to be the next Chairman. Mr. Zossenheim 
said that the past year bad been one of considerable progress. The 
subscriptions and donations were on the increase, which was 
indication of the important work being done on behalf of the local 
Community by the Hospital. 

Mr. Mark Labovitch, Treasurer, in submitting the Financial 
Statement, said that the best friends of the Hospital were, after all, 
the poorer rather than the wealthier section of the Community. 
Valuable financial assistance was rendered by the Leeds Work- 
people's Hospital Fund and in that connection their thanks were 
due to Mr. H. Lawrence. He regretted that the home collecting. 
boxes were not producing the satisfactory revenue which was 
anticipated. The system of electing juvenile Life-Governors to the 
Institution on payment of the sum of ten guineas had proved 
successful. Mr. Labovitch paid a fribute.to the Ladies’ Committee 
and to the services of Mrs. Henry Freedman in connection with the 
X-Ray Fund of the Hospital. Mrs. Freedman had already collected 
a sum of £600 towards that praiseworthy object. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, in moving the adoption of-the Report 
and Balance-sheet, said they were pleased to see present Mr. Lyla 
Goodman, who had worked in the interests of the Hospital for close 
upon 25 years. He also paid tribute to the services rendered by 
Councillor Joseph Wurzal, Vice-Chairman, and thanked the Leeds 
Workpeople’s Hospital Fund, from whom this year they had received 
the sum of £800, Mr. Freedman paid tribute to the assistance given 
by the Friendly Societies’ Committee, who had recently endowed 
one bed, and paid tribute to the late Mrs. L. Fox, who had bequeathed 
alegacy of £250 for the endowment of a bedin her name and that 
of her late husband. As a result of the recent Annual Boxing 
‘Tournament, the Hospital had received the sum of £500, for which 
their thanks were due to the services rendered by Messrs. S. 
Bodlender, M. Labovitch and M. W. Wolfson. The Hospital Dance 
had realised £259, and much financial assistance had also been 
rendered by the Junior Organisation for Jewish Charities. After 
paying a tribute to the Medical Officer (Dr. Rummelsberg) and the 
Hon. Investigator (Mr. S. Hyman), Mr. Freedman referred to the 
plans wéTich were now being prepared for the erection of a new 
Hospital. No less than £15,000, he said, had to be in band before 
they could contemplate building. 

Mr. D. I. Sandelson eulogised the fine spirit displayed by the 
Hon. Officers and all the administrators of the Hospital. Speaking 
on the project of building a new Hospital, he said that whilst that 
step was obviously a necessary one, he thought that before the 
hospital authorities embarked upon any building scheme it was 
imperative that a representative public meeting should be called in 
order that the question could be considered from every possible 
angle. 

Mr. Lyla Goodman said he would use his utmost endeavours to 
further the scheme for the erection of a new Hospital. 

The Report and Balance-sheet having been adopted, Mrs. Henry 
Freedman thanked all the members of the Ladies’ Committee for 
their efforts, and appealed for their continued co-operation. A vote 
of thanks to the retiring officers was proposed by Mr. P. 8. Ellis and 
seconded by Mr. M. Sclare. The Rey. Dr. J. Abelson and Mr. Lyla 
Goodman responded. The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman. The election resulted as follows:

One of the finest lawn-tennis players on the Continent is L. Hecht, a 
Co-religionist, of Prague. During the recent Maccabiah in Palestine, 
Hecht was undoubtedly the leading player, and easily won all his games. 
He has represented Czechoslovakia in the 
Davis Cup matches. Hecht has a variety 
of strokes and is extremely agile on the 
courts (writes THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative, who saw him at Wimbledon 
last week). His game inthe Singles against 
J. H. Crawford, the Australian champion, 
was a revelation, and the cheers that 
greeted Hecht after his hard fourth-set 
game were a tribute to his great play. He 
was up against a stiff proposition in Craw- 
ford, who seemed to be surprised at Hecht’s 
accuracy with his service, his magnificent 
all-round strokes and bis boundless energy. 
Crawford was slow at times, and seemed to 
have in his mindacertain plan of campaign 
in order to keep Hecht on the run, Time 
after time the Jewish player returned over 
the net almost impossible shots made by 
‘his tall Australian opponent. : The. fore- 
hand drives of Hecht were made with 
speed and precision, and those on the back- 
hand were returned with remarkable 
rapidity. The first set was a ding-dong 
affair, Crawford winning it by 1l—%, but 
Hecht gave the spectators a treat by his 
drop shots and smashes to retrieve the 
lead. The games were level at 9 all, but 
(Crawford managed to win the next two 
games to give him the first set. Hecht was 
Mr. L. HECHT far from finished. He lost the second set 
i-—6, but in the third set, he served, 
smashed and volleyed his wa) through to win by 8—6. At this juncture, 
Hecht was feeling the strain and, as a consequence, Crawford won the 
fourth sect by 6—2, and the game. © Well played Hecht.

Of Harry Stone, the article states: “Although he 
fought many of the most outstanding men anywhere pear his poundage 
ihe was an American-born lightweight) he seldom trained on anything 
except dancing and big cigars. Stone often used to enter the ring 
resplendent in top hat, evening dress and a big black cigar. He would then 
proceed to stripin the midst of the spectators and tothe utter consternation 
of his rival. He was very religious and always entered the ring wearinga 
Hebrew praying shawl (Tallith) and praying cap (Kuppel). He woukbhang 
the shawl around the summit of the ring post and on returning to his 
corner at the conclusion of each round he would kiss the fringed borders 
of the silk shawl -before advancing for the next itound. Stone foueht 
Johnny Summers, a strict Roman © tholic, who never left his corner 
without * crossing’ himself. Stone won the fight 61 points.” While some 
of these peculiarities must have amusod the spectato.s, yet we would not 
advise any boxer wishing to reach the top fo emulate the idhbosynecrasties 
detailed above of Leonard and Stone, who were without doubt brilliant

The ‘ Commercial” Club 


A Correspondent writes : 

Despite the fact that the Jewish firms cherish a reputation for go- 
ahead methods and up-to-date conceptions of trade, in one respect it 
seems they lag definitely behind. There are all too few Jewish firms 
(I mean those whose employees are also for the most part Jews) 
Which have organised athletic and social sections among their staffs, 
although such features are quite common among really 


progressive 
business houses and industrial organisations generally. 


These social and 


athletic sections have much to recommend them, engendering as they do 


greater 
employees. 

To-day, the whole conception of employer and employee, of master 
and man, is passing through a revolutionary change. Under the influence 
of the spirit of service and co-operation, an attitude for which Jewish 
Biblical teaching, with its faith in brotherhood and the moral interdépen- 
dence of the individual and society, is in no small degree responsible, 
what is known as the team spirit has invaded business and factory. The 

feudal’’ boss with his irresponsible authority and the wage-slave are 
coming to be seen as ugly anachronisms speedily falling before the onward 
march of intelligent co-operation. 

Social and athletic sections in business-houses and factories are a 
definite reflection of this trend, and the establishment of some sort of 
federation of “commercial clubs’ of this nature might not only help the 
movement but if specially organised among the recreation sections of 
Jewish firms would prove a valuable additional link in Communal solidarity 
and might even prove a means of that better apportionment of charitable 
endeavour which is so urgently needed. 

Of course, there are those who argue that the workers in a firm see 
quite enough of each other during working hours. But this objection is 
easily answered. The colleague one knows in office or factory is only one 
To meet amidst conditions of recreation is to 
discover the real human being with whom one has to work either as 
Superior or subogdinate or fellow employee. The human factor is auto- 
matically appreciated to a far greater extent and the team spirit happily

It is interesting to note that appreciation of the value of recreation 
sections is developing among Jewish firms.

Cricket and swimming sections have already been formed, outings have 
their place in their programme, and the near future will bring into 
existence social and cultural activities. Mr. I. Paule, who is a great 
believer in the value of athletics, has, at the request of the staff, become 
President, and Mr. Rowland Hon. Secretary and Treasurer. Indeed, it is 
mnainly the practical encouragement of the former and the consistent hard 
work of the latter that have made possible the establishment of the section. 
it is to be hoped that opportunity will be given for recording many 

siinilar developments among other Jewish firms. In the case of 
sinaller firms a combining of forces might in certain circumstances be 
feasible. Once the number of these sections is sufficient there should be 
a chance for co-ordinated activities which might prove an invaluable 


factor in improving the health and increasing the happiness of the

RENEE HOUSTON’S TRIUMPH 


Any attempt to diseuss the triumphantly successful performance 
of Renee Houston in “ Love Laughs '’ at the Hippodrome, 
runs up immediately against the deplorable poverty of technical 
terms available for placing the various styles of stage performance 
in those categories which so obviously exist. To call her a great 
comedienne would be to associate her art most inexcus bly with 
that of, say, the immortal Marie Tempest or of Haidee Wright or 
Athene Seyler; as absurd as to apply the term “comedian” to a 
master of comedy like Cedric Hardwicke. Yet again, Renee Houston 
is definitely not what is known as a“ musical comedy star,” the 
sort of wench who can dance a little, sing a little less, and act least 
of all, depending for success upon a pleasing appearance and a kind 
of pathetically attractive incompleteness when out of the arms of 
the juvenile lead. 

; Years of music-hall training, when she had to establish her personality 
in the limited time of a “turn,” the experience of having to “fill” at least 
half the stage in the famous sister act, and the technique of co-operation 
Which that act taught her, have all contributed to Miss Hoaston’s fitting 
‘nto her réle of leading personality in musical comedy as a jewel into 
its setting. This also explains why she is neither a key-piece ina pattern 
hor a flashing solitaire dimming into insignificance the less highly 
luminous surroundings, She has the skill to appear to be thoroughly 
enjoying the fun, the self-possession which takes the audience by storm 
and gains immediate command, and above all, a vigorous personality 
Which has all the upsurging comic gaiety of a happy animal free to devote 
‘ts energies, if it so cares, to chasing its own tail by way of expressing its 
peculiarly humorous and merry mood. She can suggest an utter indiff- 
frence about her own appearance and others’ opinion thereof, as when, 
dressed in a little Shirley Temple cotton frock, she lifts up her skirt and 
’xposes @ pair of tight baby’s panties stretched across what appears to 

the unconcerned posterior of a six-year-old, She is rightly never 
ashamed of Renee Houston, and that is one secret of her success. _ 

All this about a single performer is not meant to decry the sound 
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work of her collaborators: Laddie Cliff, as comically vigorous as ever, 
ably seconded in his absurd exploits by Allen Keans and backed up by 
Syd Walker as the good old-style music-hall policeman, only much. better. 
As forthe show itself—well, it has brought Renee Houston into musical 
comedy and after that any other praise it deserves would by comparison 
sound damningly faint.

Some Hebrew. Gramophone Records 


There has just come to hand a batch of Jewish gramophone 
records that are neither Yiddish nor liturgical, a welcome change. 
Remembering the recordings of Hebrew folk songs by Spindel, 
noted recently in these columns, the Jewish gramophonist now 
has a fair range of choice. The Columbia Company sends us a 
most attractive ten ivch record (DBI186), on the one side 
Rowina, the leading lady of the Habimah Troupe, with a monologue, 
*“Atthe Wailing Wall,” of poignant intensity, on the other the 
Habimah players, with an arrangement of the folk song ~ Elijah the 
Prophet.” Two records furnished by the Decca Company are something 
quite out of the ordinary. The Maccabi Choir, under the direction of 
Mr. I. Polatchik, with the collaboration of Mr. A. Polak as composer 
and arranger, sing with remarkable melodiousness and balance of 
tone. The new Maccabi March is to be heard on F5554, with ~ Hava 
Nagila” on the other side. £5553 gives “ Gilu Hammaccabim” and 
Lo Nelech Mipoh.”. They justify the description of the choir as 
“a well-trained and well-balanced group of musicians, including 
several trained soloists who cau interpret any air and do it well.” 
The last of the batch are also Decca ten-inch records, F5555 and 
F5556—Palestine folk-songs well rendered by Mr. Wolf Lewi. The 
only criticism we would make—and it applies to practically all the 
records—is that the Hebrew titles on the labels have not been very 
carefully “ proof-read.” © The Columbia record is 2s. 6d, and the 
Decca’'s 1s. 6d. each—amazing value. 


Marching Song of the British Maccabi 

This is a vocal march (Hebrew words by I. Caspi, music by A. Polak: 
Campbell Connelly, price 1s.) with a fine tramping swing, The desirability 
of issuing an edition in a lower key to keep the line within range of lower 
voices might usefully be considered. Of the themes constituting the 
march, the opening and refrain, which are identical save for a brief 
cadential passage, form much the most attractive section, having a 
definite Jewish flavour, the intermediate or trio section sounding a quasi- 
Neapolitan note. Italy, however, is en route for Palestine and the refrain 
brings us perceptibly nearer to Eretz Yisrael. B.B.B,
